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N BRING DON or A'BINGDON or 
L A A'BBINGTON (S.) a handfome 
| well- built corporation. town in Berk- 
one 46 computed, and 55 mea 
ſured miles from London z was anciently noted 
for its early embracing the Chriſtian religiun, 
and its fine abbey or monaſtery, where many: 
great men were bred ; there are two churche: 
in the town, viz, St. Helen's and St. Nicbo 
lass; the patronage of the firſt is in the 
king, ard of the laſt in the lord keep:r 
The market- huuſe, which has been built of 
late years, is of moſt curious aſbler work. 
manſhip, and may challenge thepre-eminence 
of any in England, being built on lofty pil- 
lars, with a large hall above, in which the 
eounty aſſizes are frequently he d. The town 
conſiſts of ſevetal ftreets, which center in a 
moſt ſpacious area, where the market is 
kept, which is very conſiderable, eſpecially 
for barley and malt. This town ws made 
a free borough, and town-corporate, by char- 
ter from queen Mary I, and conſiſting of a 
mayor, two b11lifts, and nine alder men, which 
tweve only bave the right of choofing the 
burgeſs that repreſents the corporation in par 
liament. The merket- day, are Mondays and 
Fridays, beſides which theie are three fairs 
ept ann ally on the gth of June, 25th of 
2 uy, ons goth of Nowember, 
A BBOTSBURY (s.) a ſmall market-town in 
Dor ſhire, 106 miles from Lenden; the roy 
alty of this town belongs to the family of 
the Strang: ways, who have a noble ſwannery 
nere, a curiofity that invites abundance ef 
ſtrar gers to go and fee it. Thurſzay is its 
market-day; and on the 29 h of June th:re 
„s held an annual fair. 
A BBY-MILTON or MILTON A'BBAS 
(8.) a ſmall, mean bu:it market-town in 
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Do ſetfſhire, whoſe weekly market is on 
Monday ; diftant from London 92 computed, 
or 112 meaſured miles; it has a charter to 
hold a fair the d-y before St. James a-day, 
. the 24th of 74. 

ABERA'VON (S) an ancient borough- towa, 

governed by a port teeve, in G/amorganſh:re 
in South Wales, 150 conpited, and 193 
meaſured miles from London, 

ABERFO'RD or ABERFO'RTH (S.) a ſmall 
market- town in the V- Riding ot Yorkſhire, 
noted for pin- making; it is about one mile in 
length, fituate upon a Roman way ; it hath 
a market weekly on Wed:eſday 3 and two 
annual fairs, the one oa the 2 1fl of April, 
the other the 19th of S-prember ; 139 com- 
puted, and 180 mealured miles from London, 

ABERGEVENNV (8) a large, well built 
and peopled town in Monmauthſbire in Soutb- 
Wales, carrying on a conſiderable trade ia 
flannels; its market- day is weekly on Tueſ- 
day; diſtant from Lendan 111 computed, and 
142 meaſured miles, 

ABERVSTWITH S.) a market town in Car- 
diganſhire in Seuth Wales, built on the ſea- 
ſhore ; has a great market weekly on Mon- 
day; diftant fr: m London 146 computed, 
and 229 meaſured miles. 

St. A!/LBANS (S) a muket town in Hertfird- 
ſire, about 20 miles diftant from Lenden; 
was formerly a ve:y noted place, taking its 
name from one Abas, who was the firſt 
Eng/ih martyr tor the Cariſtian religion. 
Edward VI. incorporated this town by his 
charter, by the name of a mayor and ten 
burgeſſes, a Reward and chamberlain, who 
ſhould have perpetual ſuceeſſion, with power 
to chute tw» burgefſes to repreſent them in 
parliament, and determined that the mayor 
and ſteward only ſhould have power to act as 

juſtices 
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juſtices of the peace, and that the mayor and 
burgeſſes ſhouid hold a court of record before 
the ſteward weekly on Werneſdays ; that 
they ſhou'd have a goal, and two markets 
weekly on Wedneſday and Saturday, and 
three fairs annually on Mich acimas- day, the 
2d of February, and 27th of June, called St. 
Aas s- day. This borough 1s a liberty, and 
hath a peculiar power in itſelf relating to 
both eccleſiaſtical and civil affairs, There are 
in the town four warde, each of which have 
a conſtable and two church- wardens, though 
there are but three churches in the town. 

A"'LDBOROUGH (S.) a Ma ket- town in Su,. 
folk, 76 computed, and $3 meaſured miles 
from London, both firong'y and pleaſantly 
fituated in the valley of S/avgbden, having 
the ſea on the eaſt, and the river Ad on the 
weſt : It hath three ſtreets on a row, and is 
a commodious harbour for ſeamen and fiſher 
men; upon which account it is fully inha- 
bited by theſe ſort of people, It is a town- 
corporate, governed by two bailiffs, 10 capi- 
tal butgeſſes, and 24 inferior officers; It ſends 
two burgeiles to parliament ; it has a market 
weekly on Saturdays, and a fair annually on 
the 26th of pril. 

A'LE>BURY, AY'LESBURY, or AILSBU- 
RY (S.) the largeſt and beſt marker-town 
in Buckingbamſbire, ſeated on a part of the 
river Tame, in the eaſt end of a fruitful vale 
of the ſame name. In William the Congue 
ror's time it Was a manor royel, which he be- 
ſtowed upon his favourites, to hold of him 
by this tenure, wiz. that they ſhould find 
litter or ftraw for the king's bed and cham- 
bers whenever he ſhould come that way, ane 
provide him three eels in winter, and three 
green geeſe in ſummer, befides herbs for his 
chamber; and this they were to do thrice a 
year, if the king came fo often thi her. A. 
preſent the town conlifts of ſeversl large 
fireets, and the market-houſe, which 1s 2 
handſome building, ſtands in a kind of ſquare, 
It has a very convenient town- houſe, where 
the aſſizes ard ſeſſions are annually. held. It 
is 34 computed, and 44 meaſured miles from 
London, The market, which is well ſtored 
with all manner of proviſions, is kept on Sa- 
turdays, and its principal fairs are held on 
the zoth of March and Palm Monday, It 
is a borough-town, whoſe chief officer is 
conſtable, put in by the lord of the manor, 
or choſe by the inhabitants, and cor-firmed by 
him. It ſends wo members to parliament, 

ALFRE'TON (S.) a market-town in Derby- 
ſpire, ſuppoſed to have been firſt built by king 
Alfred, 100 computed, and 135 meaſured 
miles from Lenden. Its market-day is Mon 
day. This town is much noted for brewing 
very firong and curious- taſted ale. 

A'LLERTON, NORTH (S.) a market town 
in the Nertb- Riding of Yorkſhire, 166 com- 
puted, and about 190 meaſured miles from 
London, It hath but cne ſtreet, about half 
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mile long, well built; it ſends two members 
to parliament, hath a good market weekly 
on Wedneſdays, for cattle, corn, and other 
proviſions z and on the 24th of Auguſt, one 
of the greateſt beaſt fairs in England. 

ALNWICEK (S.) a pretty good town in Nor- 
thumb-rland, with a market on Saturdays ; 
diſtant 226 computed, and 268 mealured 
miles from Londen, 

A'LRESFORD (S.) a warket and borough. 
town in Hampſhire, 47 computed, ard 6g 
meaſured miles from London, governed by a 
bailiff and eight burgeſſes, It has weekly a 
great market on Thurſdays for ſheep, and all 
ſorts ef proviſions, and two fairs yearly on 
Hey. Thurſday and Midſummer - day, Tie 
whole town was burnt down on May- day, 
1610 ; fince when the market=houſe and 
many of the dwelling- houſes are handiomely 
re- built with brick, 

A'LSTON. MORE (S.) a large, ftrapplins 
bailiwick town in Cumb-rland, built on a hill, 
at the bottom of which runs the Tine, I: 
has a market on Saturdays, and is 209 com- 
puted, and 250 meaſured miles from Lindi. 

A!LTON (S.) a tolerable town in Hampſprre, 
having a great market on Saturdays; avout 
39 computed, and 50 meaſured miles diſtan: 
trom London, 

A'LTRINCHAM (S.) a fine ſmall market- 
town in Cheſhire, 147 computed, and 152 
meaſured miles from London, governed by a 
mayor, @c. whoſe market is weekly on $3- 
turdays, and fair on the 25th of Fuly, 

A'MBLESIDE (S.) in Weſtmoreland, a town 
whoſe market is held on Wedneſdzys, 2c6 
computed, and 250 meaſured miles from 
Londen, 

A'MBRESBURY (S.) in Viliſpire, a very an- 
cient town, but the market on Fridays i 
now almoſt diſuſed. 

A'MERSHAM or A'GMONDSHAM 'S) a 
ſmail market and borough=town in Buck ny- 
bamfhire, that ſends two members to parla- 
ment; it is no corporation, and its chief ma- 
piſtrares are burgefſes ; it has a fair on M bi- 
fun Monday, and its market is week y on 
Tueſdays ; it is 24 computed, and 29 c- 
ſured miles from Londen, : 

A'MPTHILL (S.) 2 pretty market-town in 
Bedfordſhire, pleaſantly ſeated between two 
hills; diſtant from Lenden 36 computed, and 
43 meaſured miles, has a good market week- 
ly on Thurſdays, Queen Catherine, wife to 
Henry VIII. retired to one of the king © 
houſes in this town, after ſhe was forbid the 
court upon her being divorced, 

ANDOVER (S.) a mayor, market, and bo- 
rough town in Hamfſhtre, a great thorough* 
fare in the weſtern-road, from London diſtant 
55 computed, and 66 meaſured miles, plea” 
lantly ſeated on the ſides of the downs, w hict 
renders it very healthy, and is a pop»1ous ad 
thriving place, governed by a mayor, recot* 
der, aldermen, bailiffs, and com mon- econ. 
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men, with the privilege of electing and ſend- 
ing two members to parliament: It has a 
great market weekly on Saturday, and two 
fairs yearly, wiz, May 1, and November 6. 
Near to it, on September 30, is kept Weybill- 
Fair, eſteemed one of the greateſt in England, 
eſpecially for ſheep, 

A'NGLESEA (S.) an iſland lying over againſt 
Caernarvon in North-Wales, compaſſed on all 
ſides with the Ir: ſea, which parts it from 
Wales by a narrow channel, which may be 
forded at low- water in ſome p'aces: It is 20 
miles long, and 17 broad: It yields plenty of 
good wheat, and mill-ſtones to grind it; is 
div ded into fix hundreds, and theſe into 74 
pariſhes, but has but two market-towns, v!z. 
Newborough and Beaumaris. It ſends one 
member to parlament. 

A'PPLEBY (S.) in Weſftmrlard, anciently a 
ſtrong and populous city, but by the frequent 
inroads of the Sc:ts, who burnt it quite, it 
is now only a ſmall market-town of little 
note, tho? pleaſantly ſeated on the river Eden, 
and the aſſizes are held here in the town- 
hall: The market-day is weekly on Satur- 
days, eſteemed one of the beſt in all the 
north for corn; diſtant from Londin 217 
computed, and 279 meaſured miles. 

A'PPLEDORE (S.) in Kent, was formerly a 
market-town, but the market has been loſt 
thro' long diſuſe ; it has a court-leet, which 
extends itſelf over two boroughs ; it is ſitu- 
ated on the river Rather; diſtant from London 
54 computed, and 58 meaſured miles, 

A'RUNDEL (S.) is an ancient borough-town 
of Suſſex, pleaſantly ſituated upon the ſide of 
a hill, at a ſmall diſtance from the ſea, and 
watered by the river Arun, where ſhips of 100 
ton may ride; over which there is a bridge, 
that rencers it very commodious, and the 
trade carried on here is ſo conſiderable, that 
ſeveral ſhips are built here for its propagation. 
It is governed by a mayor, 12 burgeſſes, a 
fieward, and other uſual officers in corpora- 
tions, It has two markets weekly, wiz. 
Wedneſday and Saturday, and fur fairs. 
The caftle in this town renders it famous, it 
having the manor inſeparably annexed to it, 
and alſo the title of Far! without creation 
deſcend« to the heir thereof. Note, the earl 
of Arundel is foremoſt earl of England. It i. 
diſtant from Lenden 46 computed, and 55 4 
meaſured miles, It ſends two members to 
parliament, : 

St, A'SAPH (S.) an ancient city of Flintſhire 
in Nerth-Wales, diſtant from London 159 
computed, and 212 meaſured miles, more 
noted for its antiquity, than for either its 
largeneſs or beauty. It is ſeated on the river 
Elvy, where it receiveth the Cluyd, over 
each of which there is a bridge. It is an 
epiſcopal ſee, founded by Kentigern, a Scot, 
biſhop of Claſgezo in 560, who ordained one 
Aſaph, a godly man, to be his ſucceſſor, 
from whom the city takes its name, Its 
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preſent condition is but mean, having little to 
boaſt of but its cathedral, It hath a ſmall 
market on Saturday, 

A'SHBURN (S.) a ſmall market-town in Der- 
2 ſeated on the river Doule, in a rich 

il, from Lenden 108 computed miles; its 
market is on Saturday weekly. 

A'SHBURTON (S.) a large borough-town ia 
De vonſbire, that ſends two members to par- 
lia ment; is compoſed of ſeveral ſtreets, with 
a Jirge and beautiful church, and hath a ve: y 
good market weekly on Saturdays, well ſtored 
with corn, cattle, ſheep, and all other provi- 
ſions; it is a great thorough-fare upon the 
London road, and diſtant from it 153 com- 
puted, and 191 meaſured miles. 

A'SHBY-DE-LA-ZOUCH (S.) a very plea- 
ſant town in Leiceſterſhire, ſituate between 
two parks, has weekly a market on Satur- 
day, and conſiſts of one good ſtreet, in which 
ſtands a n-at ſtone croſs ; it has four fairs an- 
nually, which are famous for bei-g well 
ſtocked with large young horſes; it is diſtant 
from London 89 computed, and about 98 
meaſured miles; it has one large, hand- 
ſome pariſh church, called St. Helen's ; the 
living is a vicarage, whoſe great tythes are 
impropriate; the patron is the earl of Hun- 
tingdon, who is the impropriator. 

A'SHFORD (S.) a market-town in Kent, diſ- 
tant from London 48 computed, and 51 mea- 
ſued miles; its market is kept weekly on 
Saturdays; it has two fairs, wiz. the 6th of 
May, and 29th of Augut, and a court of re- 
cord on every Tueſday three weeks, for all 
actions not exceeding 20 marks; the town is 
governed by a megiſtrate, called a conſtable, 

A'SKRIG (S.) a ſmal! market town in the 
Nortb- Riding of Yorkſhire, diſtant from L:n- 
din 175 computed miles, 

A'THERSTON (S.) a pretty good market- 
town in Warwickſhire, diſtant from Landen 
84 computed miles. The market is weekly 
on Tueſday, 

A'TTLEBOROUGH (S.) in Nerfo/k, diſtant 
from London 89 computed, and about 94 mea- 
ſured miles, was anciently a noted city, but 
is now only a conſiderable town, whoſe mar- 
ket is on Thurſday every fortnight, for fat 
bullocks, ſheep, &c. The moſt remarkable 
things in or near it are the great hall and 
meer, 

AU'BORN (S.) a ſmall market-town in Mile- 
ſhire, diſtant from London 56 computed, and 
81 meaſured miles; is principally noted for 


the great quantity of rabbits it ſends to Lon- 


don, Its market is weekly on Tueſday, 
AUKLA'ND-BISHOPS or BISHOPS- AU'K- 
LAND (S.) a market town in Durban, 
pleaſantly ſeated on the fide of a hill, between 
the river Weare and the river Gaunleſi, prin- 
cipally noted for the biſhop's palace, its cu- 
rious chapel, and fine bridge; diſtant from 
Londen 154 computed, and 184 meaſured 

miles, Its market js weekly on Thurſday. 
A2 AULCE'S- 
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AULCE'STER (S.) an ancient, but ſmall 
town-corporate in Warwickſhire, much fre- 
ented by the dealers in corn at the corn- 
bir. Its market is weekly on Thurſday ; 
diſtant from London 72 computed, and 91 
meaſured miles, 

St. AU'LSTEL or St. AU'STEL (S.) a cor- 
poration- town in Cormoall, diſtant from Lon- 
don 203 computed, and 248 meaſured miles. 
It hath a market weekly. 

A'XBRIDGE (S.) a mayor-town in Somerſet - 
ſhire, conſiſting of one large, narrow ſtreet, 
in which is a conſiderable market weekly on 
Thurſdays; diſtant from Lenden 105 com- 
puted, and 130 meaſured miles. 

A'XMINSTER (S.) an ancient town on the 
river Ex, in the extream borders of Devon- 
ſpire, famous for the tombs of the Saxen 
princes, that were ſlain by the Danes in the 
bloody battle of Brunaburg. It hath a large 
market weekly on Saturdays; diſtant from 
Lenden 121 computed miles. 

AYE (S.) an ancient corporation-town in Suf- 
fell, governed by two bailiffs, Sc. The 
principal manufacture carried on here, is the 
weaving bone- lace. It has a ſmall! market 
weekly on Saturday, and is 74 computed, 
and g1 meaſured miles from Londen, 
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A'KEWELL {S.) one of the beſt market- 
towns in the peak of Derbyſhire, ſeated a- 
mong hills, on the banks of Wye, ditant 
from Londen 115 computed, and 142 mea 
ſured miles ; has a large market on Mondays 
for lead, the great manufature of thoſe 
parts, and all forts of proviſions; it is an ex- 
ceeoing large pariſh, confiſting of ſeren cha- 
pels, and is a peculiar, f. eed from all manner 
of epiſcopal juriſdiction. 

BA'LA (S.) tho' but a mean, ſmall market- 
town in Merionethſbire in Nortb- Wales, yet is 
a corporation enjoying mary immunities, go- 
verned by bailiffs, and has a tolerab'e market 
week'y on Saturdays; diſtant from Londin 
145 computed, and 184 meaſured miles. Thi: | 
town is ſeated near Pimble-meer, or Bala-/lake, 

about three miles long, through which the 
river Dee is ſaid to run, but not to mingle 
with its waters, which is thus p:oved, that 
although there are plenty of ſalmons in tb: 
Dee, there are none to be found in the Meer, 
and great plenty of the fiſh called proyniard, 
much like whitings, are found in the Meer, 
but none of them in the Dee, 


BA'LDOCK (S.) a confiderable, large market- 


town i Hertfordſhire, diſtant from Lindon 29 
comput:d, and 38 meaſured miles, ſeated 
between the hills, in a chalky ſoil fit for corn, 
of chief note for its many maltfters ; its week - 
ly market is on Thurſ'ays ; the church is a 
large pile with three chancels, and a fine 


tower with a ring of fix bells, built in the | 
J 
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middle of the town, and is a rectory in the 
patronage of the king, 

BA'MPTON (S.) a ſmall market-town in De- 
vonſbire, was anciently called Beanton ; diſtant 
from London 134 computed, and 167 mea- 
ſured miles. Its market is weekly on Sa- 
turdays. 

BA'MPTON (S.) in Oxfordſorre, diſtant from 
London 56 computed, and 65 meaſured miles, 
Its market is weekly on Wedneſday, and the 
moſt noted of any in England for felt-mon- 
gers wares, ſuch as leather-jackets, gloves, 
breeches, &c, 

BA'NBURY (S.) a large market-town in Cx- 
fordſbire, diſtant from Londin 53 computed, 
and 75 meaſured miles, whoſe market is 
weekly on Thurſday, Queen Mary made it 
a borough by charter, conſiſting of a bailiff, 
12 aldermen, ard 12 burgeſſes : This char- 
ter was renewed by king James I. 8 June, 6 
Reg. and made a mayor town, conſiſting of a 
mayor, 12 aldermen, and fix capital burgeſſec, 
and a right to ſend one member to parlia- 
ment; all which it ſtill enjoys. The ſitua- 
tion is very p'eaſant upon the river Charwe!, 
and its trade is very conſiderable, eſpecially in 
cheeſe, of which it makes great quantities, 
and exceeding good. 

BA'NGOR (S.) by ſome called a city, and by 
others a town, a biſhop's ſee in Caernarwon- 
ſore in North-Wales, was anciently ſo large 
as to be calied Bangor the Great, which was 
cefended by a powe: ful caſtle, which has been 
long fince levelled. It is lowly ſeated oa the 
ſea ſhore ; its cathedral is very mean and old, 
and by the people is pretended to be the moſt 
ancient in Britain, and that St. Daniel, to 
whom it is dedicated, was its firſt biſhoop in 
512. It is obſerved, that very few late bi- 
ſhops of this ſee die in it, they generally b-- 
ing tranſlated as ſoon as opportunity preſents; 
and while they remain biſhcps of this place, 
by reaſon of its ſmall income, are common!y 
allowed to hold ſome other good benefice in 
commendam The houſes are tolerable, and 
pretty well inhabited. It is governed by the 
biſhop's fleward, who keeps court-leets and 
court barons for the biſhop, It has an indif- 
ferent market weekly on Wedneſdays ; is 
diſtant from Londin 180 computed, and 236 
meaſured miles. 

BA'RKING (S.) in Eſex, about eight miles 
from London; is a large market-town, chief- 
ly inhabited by fiſhermen, whoſe ſmacks lie 
in the Thames, at the mouth of the river, 
calied Barking river, from whence their fiſh 
is ſent up to Billing gate in ſmall boats. The 
pariſh of Barking is very much improved by 
lands that have been got out of the Thames, 
Sc. Its market is weekly on Saturdays; 
the rectory and pariſh-church, with the ad- 
vowſon and right of patronage of the vica- 
rage, is in the warden and fellows of Al- 
Sculs College in Oxford. 

BA'RKLEY or BE'RKLEY (S.) an ancient 

| borough» 
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borough- town in Glouceſterſhire, is governed 
by a mayor and aldermen, Its market is 
weekly on Tueſday ; diſtant from London 8g 
computed, and 111 meaſured miles. 


BA'RKSHIRE or BE'RKSHIRE (S.) is well 


clothed with wood, and watered with rivers, 
wiz, the I/is, the Ole, and the Kener, The 
hole county is generally of a rich ſoil, fit 
both for corn and paſturage ;z there are ſeve- 
ral conſiderable manufaQturies for clothing or 
woollen-cloth carried on in this county, eſpe- 
cially at Newberry, and alſo for canvas or 
fail-cloth. This county ſends nine members 
to parliament, has 12 market-towns, and 
140 pariſhes; is divided into 20 hundreds, 
which contain about 530, ooo acres of ground, 
and about 17,c00 houles, and is in Saliſbury 
dioceſs, and about 120 miles in circumference. 
On the north- ſide it is ſeparated from Puck 
inghamſbire and Oxfordſhire by the Thames; 
on the ſouth- ſide from Hanpſbire, by the 
river Kent; on the eaſt it is bounded by Sur- 
rey; and on the weſt by Wilts and Gleuceſter- 


ire, 
BARNARD-CASTLE (S.) a ſmall market- 


town in the county of Durham, conſiſting 
chiefly of one long ftreet, with ſeveral lanes 
branching out from it. Its chief trade i: 
ſtockings and bridles. Its market is weekly 
on Wedneſday; diſtant from Londen 186 
computed, and 253 meaſured miles. 


BA'RNET or HIGH-BA*'RNET (S.) in Mid- 


di:ſex, a large, dry, and pleafant town, high- 
ly ſeated, and on the road, former'y noted for 
its medicinal waters, which of late years are 
not ſo much uſed as formerly; but its ſwire- 
market on Mondays makes it to be much 
frequented, and well accommecdated with inns, 
Here was fought a bloody battle between the 
competitors of the houſes of Ve and Lan: 
caſter on Eaſter-day, in which Edward IV. 


was victor 3 it is about ten miles from 
London. 


BA'RNSLEY (S.) a pretty well-buik town in 


the Weſt Riding of Yorkſprre, conſiſting of 
ſtone huuſes, has a gooo market weekly on 
Wedneſday ; its principal manufacture is wire; 
diſtant from London 126 computed, ard 159 
meaſured miles, 


BA'RNSTAPLE (S.) in Devenſpire, was once 


walled in, and enjoyed the privileges of a 
city. It is pleaſantly ſeated among the hil's, 
and built of ſtone ; the ſtreets are populous 
and well built, and clean kept; it has a ſtrong 
bridge over the river ; it is a corporation, 
conſiſting of a mayor and 24 common-coun- 
cil-men, or capital burgeſſes, a high-ſteward, 
recorder, deputy-recorder, and other officers. 
It ſends two members to parliament, who are 
elected by the mayor, aldermen, capita) and 
common burgeſſes, which are upwards of 200 
in number, and the mayor is the returning- 
officer. In queen Elizabeth's time it was 
much inhabited by merchants, who traded

BASINGSTO'KE (S.) a large, populous mar- 


ket-town in Hampſhire, diftant from Londen 
39 computed, and 48 meaſured miles, ſur- 
rounded with woods and paſtures, rich and 
fertile, has a good market weekly on Wed- 
dneſday, for all ſorts of grain, eſpecially for 
barley, many of its inhabitants being malt- 
ſters ; and of late years the manufactures of 
druggets, ſhalloons, and ſuch Night goods have 
been erected, and carried on with good ſuc- 
ceſs. It is governed by a mayor, recorder, 
ſeven aldermen, ſeven burgeſſes, &c. 


BATH (S.) an ancient city in Somerſetſhire, ſo 


called from the ſeveral medicinal ſprings, that 
a'e made into baths for almoſt all ſorts of 
diſorders, which have been made uſe of for 
that purpoſe, both internally and externa lly, 
for many hundred years; it is built in a low 
plain, and but upon a ſmall piece of ground, 
but very compact, and encompaſſed on all 
ſides with the river Avon, and ſeveral hills, 
which ſend down many ſprings into the city, 
and particularly three hot ones, which ſupply 
the baths ; it is walled round with a ſlight 
ſtone wall, pretty entire, having a ſtreet built 
upon it ; there is a large market under the 
town- houſe, which is a neat ſtone building, 
fanding upon 21 pillars in the front, where 
are the effigies of two kings, Coe!, a Britiſh 
king, who is ſaid to have given the city a 
charter, and Edgar, a Saxen, who was 
crowned here, ann 973; the ſtreets are but 
narrow, but very neat, and the buildings 
gocd ; there are two pariſh-churches in it, 
beſides the cathedral, which is a lofty and 
magnificent building. This city is governed 
by a mayor, recorder, common-council, and 
other inferior officers ; it ſends two members 
to parliament ; beſides the profits that ariſe 
by a very great concourſe of nobi'ity and 
gentry, who come here for the berefit of 
their healths, the citizens drive a great trade 
in the woollen manufacture; diſtant from 
London 87 computed, and 108 meaſured 


miles. 


BA'TTEL (S.) a town in Suſſex, ſo called 


upon account of its being built in the field or 
plain, called then Hearbfield, where the great 
battle between king Harold and William the 
Conqueror was fought, OF. 14, 1066, which 
decided the fate of England, and ſubjected it 
to the Norman yoke, William, as a recom- 
pence for the ſlaughter of ſo many thouſand 
perſons, built and endowed a monaſtery 2 
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and called it Batte Abbey, and dedicated it to 
St. Martin, and put in it a convent of Bene- 
difine monks, to pray for the ſouls of the 
ſl in; quickly after many houſes were built 
about it, which became a town, to whom 
king Henry I. granted a market, to be kept 
weekly upon Sundays, as was uſual at that 
time, free from all manner of duties: But 
Antony viſcount Montague got an act of parlia- 
ment in 1600 to change it to Thurſday, as 
it ſtill remains; it is diſtant from London 48 
computed, and 57 meaſured miles. 
BAW'TRY (S.) a ſma'l town in the e. 
Riding of Yorkſhire, but very much fre- 
queoted upon account of its being a thorough- 
fare from Lenden to Scotland, ſtanding upon 
the great poſt road, and ſupplied with a large 
number of inns for travellers; alſo the river 
Jale, whoſe fiream is quick, and channel 
deep, brings down lead and mill-ftones from 
Derbyſhire, and iron ware from Sheffield, 
which are conveyed to Steckrwrth, Hull, &c. 
Its market is weekly on Saturdays ; diſtant 
from London 117 computed, and 147 mea- 
ſured miles, 

BEA'CONSFIELD (S.) # little town in Buck- 
ing bamſbire, on the Oxf-rd road, full of good 
inns, ſeated on a Cry hill; diſtant from Len- 
dan 22 computed, and 27 meaſured miles, It 
has a market on Thurſdays, 

BEAU'MARIS or BEAU*-MARSH (S.) the 
ſhire-town ia the iſle of Ang/eſca, where the 
ailizes and ſeſſions are held, built by king 
Edward I. who alſo built in it a fine, large, 
and ftrong cafile, of which only the ruins 
now remain, The bod about is very level, 
fruitful, and healthful ; it returns cne mem- 
ber to parliament, is pretty much ſrequented 
by paſſengers from Lenden to Ireland, before 
their taking ſhipping at Holy-bead; it has 
two markets weekly, viz. Wedneſdays and 
Saturdays. It is a corporation, governed by 
a mayor, recorder, and two bailiffs, who are 
Juſtices of the peace, and 21 common-coun- 
cil- men, called bur;elles ; diftant from London 
184 computed, and 242 meaſured miles. 
BE'CCLES (S.) a large, populous town in 
Suffolk, ſituated on the river Naveney, has a 
good market weekly on Satuid-y ; though 
the buildings are but mean, mary of them 
being thatched: The quarter - ſeſſions are 
uſuaily held here; it has a noble church and 
ſteepie, and two free-ſchools, three annual 
Fairs, and a common of 7000 acres belonying 
to it,

The ſtreets are well paved, and kept 
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its windings, has been long eſteemed a conſi- 
derable place, having anciently a very ſtrong 
caftle, which has long been demoliſhed, and 
upon the ſpot where it ſtood, a very fine 
bow'ing-green is made, which for its extra- 
ordinary regularity, is ſhewn to travellers ay 
a rarity, It is ſo divided by the river Owe, 
that ſome authors eſteem it two towns, It 
has two markets weekly, wiz. on the ſouth 
fide for all living cattle on Tueſday, and on 
the north ſide for corn, &c, on Saturday. It 
has alſo ſeven annual faits. Its antiquity and 
beautiful ſituation makes it more noted than 
its largeneſs, tho' it has five large churches, 
It has two hoſpitals for lazars on the ſouth 
fide, and a free-ſchool, beſides an hoſpital for 
eight poor people, and a charity-ſchool far 
40 children. It is governed by a mayor, 
aldermen, recorder, two bailiffs, two cham- 
berlains, a town clerk, and three ferjeants ; 
ſends two members to parliament, and hay 
the aſſizes conſtantly kept here: It drives a 
great trade in corn and barley, eſpecialy for 
exportation to Holland, &c, It is 40 com- 
puted, and 49 meaſured miles from London, 


BE'DFORDSHIRE (S.) is a county generally 


of a fruitful ſoil, both for tillage and paſtu- 
rage, the north ard north-eaſt parts being of 
a deep clay, the ſouth a chiltern, and the 
midſt a ſandy ridge of hi'ls, well clothed with 
wood. It is a county well inhabited, and 
full of gentry. On the eaſt it is bounded by 
Cambridgeſhire, on the ſouth by Hertfordſpire, 
on the weft by Buckinghamſhire, and on the 
north it joins Northamptonſhire and Hunting - 
donſpire. It is divided into two parts by the 
river Oꝛoſe, which are joined by a ſtone bridge 
croſs the river, which has two gates to ſtop 
paſſage occaſionally.

BO'ROUGH - BRIDGE or BU'RROW- 
BRIDGE (S.) in the Weſt- Riding of Viel- 
ſpire, is a corporation, market, and poſt- 
town, that ſends two members to parlia- 
ment; it is but of ſmall extent, being about 
three furlongs long, and as many broad ; it 
has a good market on Saturdays, and ſtands 
on the ſhore of the Ure, over which is a very 
high ſtone bridge; it is 160 computed, and 
204 meaſured miles diſtant from London. 

BO'STON (S.) in Lincolnſhire, an ancient, 
famous town, built on both ſides the river 
Witham, over which there is a high wooden 
bridge, a little below which the river falls 
into the ſea : It has a commodious haven for 
ſhips, and two markets weekly on Wedneſday 
and Saturday; its church is very large and

It is a place of great antiquity, and 
at preſent a very large bailiwick town, con- 
taining three pariſh-churches, ont of which 
is collegiate.

This town enjoys a very gord trade, occa- 
ſioned by its being the great thorough fore of 
the weſtern-road from and to Lenden, and its 
having the advantage of the Thames coming

RIDGEND (S.) a pretty large town in Cla- 
morgarſhire, ſeated on the river Ogmore, which 
parts it into two parts, which are adjoined by 
a large ſtone bridge.

puted, and 176 meaſured miles diſtant from 
London, 


BRIDGE-NO'RTH (S.) a large, ancient mar- 
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ket and borongh-town in Shrepſhire, parted 
by the river Severn into two parts, called the 
Upper and the Lower, which are united by a 
Jarge ſtone bridge of ſeven arches, which hath 
a gate, a gate-houſe, and ſome houſes on it. 
The ſituation is both pleaſant and healthful 


for dwelling, and commedious for trade, by | 


the navigableneſs of the Severn, which runs 


through it. It conſiſts of ſeveral ſtreets well | 


paved with pebbles: It is a very ancient cor- 
poration, enjoying many great privileges, be- 


ing free from paying pontage, toll and cuſtom, | 


to any other towns, and receives from many. 
It is governed by two bailiffs, who are elected 
annually out of the 24 aldermen, together 


with a recorder, a town-clerk, and other in- | 
ferior officers, The bailifts, for the time | 


being, are lords of the manor for the town 
and liberties. It ſends two members to par- 
liament, who are choſe by the burgeſſes. Its 
market, which is very large, is weekly on 
Saturday ; it hath four fairs annually, two 
whereof are very great, and lait three days 
each, to which perſons from all parts of the 
kingdom reſort to buy and ſell horſes, black 
cattle, ſheep, &c. and particularly large quan- 
tities of hops; almoſt all ſorts of manufac- 
tures are carried on here, It has two large 


pariſh-churches, but the ſettled income of the | 
miniſters is but ſmall, the ancient revenues 
being wholly alienated by the ſtatutes of dil- | 


folution, Here is a free-ſchool for the bur- 
geſſes ſons, which alſo ſends and maintains 
18 ſcholars at the univerſity of Oxferd. It 
is diſtant from London 189 computed, and 135 
meaſured miles. 

RI'DGE-WATER (S.) a large, populous 
town in Somerſetſhire, en the river Parret, 
which hath a good bridge over it, conſiſting 
of three large arches, It is well frequented 
both by traders and merchants, the river be- 
ing capable of bearing ſhips of 100 tons. It 
is governed by a meyor, recorder, two alder- 
men, two bailiffs, 24 common- council- men, 
and other inferior officers, It ſends two mem- 
bers to parliament, hath a market weekly on 
Thurſday and Saturdzy, and three fairs an- 
nually ; hath a very large, handſome church, 
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| and is diſtant from London 116 computed, 
and 143 meaſured miles. 

BRIDLINGTON or BU'RLINGTON (8.) 
a pretty large town in the Eaſt- Riding of 
Yorkſhire, about five furlongs in length, ſitu- 
ate on a creek of the ſea, where is a very 
ſafe harbour for ſhips, and is uſed by the col- 
liers. It is a place of good trade, having a 
very commodious key for lading and unlading 
of goods, and has 2 large market weekly on 
Saturday, Two acts of parliament, one in 
K. William's, and the other in K. George It's 
time, have been paſſed for repairing the piers 
of this harbour, in order to render it till 
more uſeful; it is diſtant from London 161 
computed, and 205 meaſured miles, 

BRIDPORT (S.) in Dorſetſbire, at a Ittle 
diſtance from the ſea-ſhore, is ſituate between 
two ſmall rivers, It is a borough and market- 
town, and has ſent two members to parlia- 
ment for near 500 years*paſt, The market 
is weekly on Saturday. The corporation is 
governed by two bailiffs, a recorder, and 
certain capital burgeſſes. In K. Henry VIIIth a 
time they had an act of parliament in their 
favour, that none but this corporation ſhould 
make cables, Sc. for ſhipping, for a certain 
time. Formerly it was a place of great trade, 
having the river navigable, and a haven and 
piers, for the advantage and ſafety of ſhips ; 
but by means of a great ſickneſs, the town 
being almoſt depopulated, the uſual care was 
difcontinued, and the lands choaked up the 
haven, and the piers fell to decay ; and in the 
year 1722, an act paſſed for reſtoring and re- 
building the haven and piers of Bridport ; but 
it is feared it will hardly ever be effected; it 
is diſtant from Lenden 115 computed, and 
145 meaſured miles, 

BRIGGS or GLA'MFORDBRIDCE (S.) in

| Lincolnſhire, which is but an indifferent town, 


has a good market weekly on Thurſday; 
122 computed, and 153 meaſured miles from 
London. 

BRI'STOL (S.) the greateſt, richeſt, and beſt 
port of trade of any city in England, except 
London, ſituate partly in Glouceſterſhire, and 
partly in Semer ſetſpire; but doth really belong 
to neither, being a city which is a county in- 
corporate of itſelf, and having diſtin ma- 
giſtrates of its own ; ſtanding upon a pretty 
high ground between the Avon and the Frome, 
and preſents the beholders with a beautiful 
ſhew of publick and private buildings. It is 
.xeckoned the third city in England. The ri- 
ver Avon runs through the middle of it, over 
which there is a very good bridge, conſiſting 
of four large arches, upon which is built 2 
ſtreet, with two rows of houſes on each fide, 
one like London Bridge: There is likewiſe a 
draw-bridge over the river Frome, to let in 
ſhips, Cc. The whole taken together is of a 
large extent, and circular form. Formerly 
the whole was encompaſſed with a double 


| w 1, of which only ſome ruins now ana 
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It is a large, opulent corporation, that ſends 
two members to parliament ; and is governed 
by a mayor, aldermen, two ſheriffs, a recor- 
der, Sc. It is now encompaſſed with one 
wall, in which are fix gates, Its ſtreets are 
many, uniform, and well built, and all kept 
very neat, and free from all ill ſcents; no 
carts are permitted to come into the city, but 
all their goods, c. are brought upon (lelges. 
The middle of the city is built cloſe, with 
| ſhops fully ſtocked with all forts of merchan- 
dize; but the other parts are more ſpacious, 
and fine houſes, particularly the ſquare about 
the key, It is well furniſhed with all forts of 
proviſions, having a market weekly, both on 
Wedneſday and Saturday, and ſeveral yearly 
fairs. It has a very noble key along the river 
Frome; and although the generality of the 
inhabitants are ſaid to be of a ſordid, low 
way of thinking, having little politeneſs, yet 
on College-Green is a very handſome building, 


called the Afembly-Reom, which it's thought | 


will help to poliſh the gayer part of them. 
The ſmallneſs of the Tolſey or Change occa- 
ſioned them to procure an act of parliament 
in 1723, for building another, though little 
more is yet done towards it (1738) than 
cleating the meal- market, where it is de- 
figned to be built, The manufacture of 
glaſs- bottles is ſo great, as to employ 15 large 
houſes in making them, which is occaſioned 
by the large export of wine, cyder, beer, &c, 
and particularly the hot well-water of St. 
incent, which among other excellent quali- 
ties, is found to be a ſpecifick for the diabetes, 
There are 19 churches in it, though but 17 
pariſhes ; and beſides thoſe, there are a large 
number of meeting- houſes for Quakers, Bap- 
tiſts, Cc. It is 94 computed, and 115 mea- 
ſured miles diſtant from London, 
BRO'MLEY (S.) in Kent, a ſmall town, 
whoſe market is weekly on Thurſday ; this 
town is noted for having the biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter's palace, and the college or hoſpital for 
do clergymens widows, built by Dr. John 
Warner, biſhop of Rocheſter, and endowed 
with 50 J. per ann. for a chaplain, and 20ʃ. 
Per ann, for each widow ; diſtant from London

BROMLEY-PA'GGETS (S.) in Staffordſprre, 
formerly called Bromley- Abbcts, at the diſſo- 
lution of the abbies, Cc. was given to the 
lord Paget, to hold of the crown; it is a 
pretty town, and hath a good market week - 
ly on Tueſday; diftant from London 101 
computed, and 128 meaſured miles. 
BRO'MSGROVE (S.) in Worceſterſhire, is a 


large town, fix furlongs in length, has about |

clothing; is govern'd by a bailiff, recorder, 
aldermen, and other officers; hath a good 
market weekly on Tueſday, for corn and

BU'CKEN HAM NEW or BU'CKNAM (S.) 
in Norfolt, a town which has a good market 
week'y on Saturday, and a large meer or 
ſtanding water near it; it is diſtant from 
Ids 79 computed, and 90 meaſured miles. 

BU'CKINGHAM (S.) the chief town ot 
NRucliegbamſſute, ſituated in à low ground, 
and ſfurrounied on all ſides, but the north,

was built on a great mount, in the middle of 
it, and 4ivides it into two parte, wiz. the 
north, whe:e the town-hall ſtands, and the 
welt, Where the church ſtands.

Nhe, is a pretty, though ſmall town, which 
has 2 conſiderable tiade in ſtockings, and hath 
weiackly two very good markets, wiz. on 
Monday fer cattle, and Saturday for provi- 
ſions; diſtant from London 125 computed, 
and 147 meaſured miles.

It is pretty 
large, and commodiouſly ſituated upon the 
Uſe, over which there is a large wooden 
bridge, though the houſes are generally built 
of ſtone, Its market is weekly on Thurſday ;

CAERMA'RTHEN (S.) the county-town of 


Carrmarthenſhire, pleaſantly ſeated on the Je- 
vye, which is navigable up to the town, for 
ſhips of moderate burden, for which there is 
a good key: There is a good bridge over the 
river; the town is well built, and populous, 
and daily increaſing, the air being healthful, 
and the country fertile. The people are the 
moſt polite of all ales, Formerly the 
Chancery and Exchequer were kept here, 
Merlin the famous Brit:fh prophet flouriſhed 
here in 480. It was here the Britans held 
their parliaments, or meeting of their wiſe 
men, for making laws, Oc. The town was 
formerly walled about, of which only now 
remain thc ruins, It is a corporation, go- 
verned by a mayor, two ſheriffs, elected out 
of 16 burgeſſes, or aldermen, all clothed in 
ſcarlet, &c.

CAST OR (S.) in Lancaſhire, a ſmall town, 
whoſe market is weekly on Saturday ; diſtant

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CA'WOOD (S.) in the e- Riding of York- 

ire, a ſmall town, whole market is weekly 

on Wedneſiay. Here is a caſtle of the ach- 

biſhop's ; diſtant from Lorden 142 computed, 
and 178 meaſured miles. 

CA'XTON (S. in Cambridgeſhire, a ſmall 
town, whoſe market is weekly on Tueſcay ; 
diſtant from Lenden 42 computed, and 50 
meaſured milis. 

CERNE or CERNE- ABB AS (S.) in Derſet 
ſpire, ſeated in a dry bottom, watered with a 
fine rivulet, in a champain country, afford 
ing much delight to the lovers of the hawk 
and the hound ; and though the town is but 
mean, yet it has an eminent market for 
corn, ſheep, cattle, &c. weekly on Wednelſ- 
day; diſtant from London 99 computed, and 
123 meaſured miles. 

CHA C FORD (S.) in Devaaſture, a market- 
town, diſtant from Landen 152 computed, 
and 191 meaſured miles. 

CHA'PEL (S.) in the Frith, in Derbyſhire, 

was formerly a market-town, but it is now 
out of uſe ; diſtant from Lenden 124 compu- 
ted, and 149 meaſured miles. 

CHARD (S.) a poft-town in Semerſetſbire, 
whoſe market is weekly on Monday; 116 
computed, and 140 meaſured miles diſtant 
from Londen, 

CHA'RLEY (S.) a ſmall town in Lancaſhire, 
whoſe market is weekly on Tueſday ; viitant 
from Londin 154 computed, and 197 mea- 
fured miles, 

CHEA'DLE (S.) in Sraffordire, whoſe mar- 
ket is weekly on Thurſday ; diſtant from 
Lenden 110 computed, and 138 meaſured 
miles, 

CHE'DDER or CHA'DDER (S.) a noted 
village in S:merſetſhrre, pleaſantly fituated in 
the lower part of the county, under the 
Mendip-Hills,. where is a very large green, or 
common in the front, in which all the cows 
of the village graze, the ground for that pur- 
poſe being exceeding rich ard fertile, and is 
kept continually manured and improved to the 
beſt adventage. This is the moſt noted place 
in all England for making large, fine, rich, 
and pleaſant cheeſe; for which purpoſe all 
the milk of the town cows is brought every 
day into one common room, where proper 
perions ar- anyprinted to receive it, and fet 
down eve: y perſon's quantity in a book kept 
for that purpoſe, which is put all together, 
and one common cheeſe made with it; fo 
that it is ſometimes much larger than at other 
times, and by this means the perfection of 
goodneſs is kept up, and no one cen ſay he 
makes a better commodity than his neighbour. 

CHE'LMSFORD (s.) in TV, a town where 
the aſſizes are oftea held, and where the 
county gaol is kept, whoſe market is much 
noted for cattle ; diſtant from Landon 25 com- 
puted, and 28 meaſured miles. 

CHELTENHAM (S.) in G!:uceſterſoire, a 
{mall town which has 2 good market on Fri- 
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diy ; 77 computed, and 95 f maaſured miles 
diſtant from London. 

CHE'PSTOW (s.) in Manmo thrive, a town 
formerly very famous, and much reſorted to ; 
and is now a large, well built, and full inha- 
bited town, whoſe market is weekly on Sa- 
tarday, which is very conſiderab'e for corn 
and proviſions, but more particularly for 


ſwine; 102 computed, and 131 3 meaſured 
miles diſtant from L-nd:n, 

CHERTSEY (S.) in Surrey, has a market 
weekly on Wedneſday, and four annual fairs; 
is 16 computed, and 19 meaſured miles dil. 
tant from Lenden: It has a bridge over the 
Thames into Middleſex, The principal trade 
of this town is the making of malt, which 
it ſends to Lerdon in barges. 

CHE'SHAM (S.) a ſmall town in Buckingban:- 
ſpire, whoſe market is weekly on Wedneſ- 
day; diſtant from London 24 computed, and 
29 meaſured miles. 

CHE'SHIRE (S.) upon Villiam the Con- 
queror's Settlement in Exgland, he gave this 
province to Gerboyd, a nobleman of Flanders, 
who had undergone many hardſhips for him; 
but he had only the title of an officiary earl, 
the grandeur of the title being not yet ſettled. 
A while after, he made Hugb Lupus earl, 
with as ample a power in this county as the 
king in his realm, ſubje& to the king only: 
By virtue of this grant, Cbeſpire had all ſo- 
vereign juriſdiftion in its own precincts, and 
that in ſo high a degree, that the ancient 
earls had parliaments, conſiſting of their own 
barons and tenants, and were not obliged by 
the acts of the Exgliſb parliaments, but held 
courts for judicially determining all pleas f 
lands, tenements, contracts, felonies, & 
and this power was lodged in theſe earls on 
purpoſe to encourage them to keep the Ne. 
in awe; but by degrees it came to be a nui- 
ſance to the nation, inſtead of a benefit; an 
therefore this, and all other palatinates, was 
made ſubject to the crown by king Henry VIII. 
but this county ſtill reteins the power of ce- 
termining all pleas of lands and tenements, 
contracts and crimes, except treaſon. It is 
bounced on the north by Lancaſhire, from 
which the river Mercy parts it; on the north- 
eaſt corner it tovches upon Vibe; on the 
exſt is Derh tire; and on the ſouth-eaſt 
Stagferdſbire, trom which it is divided in ſme 
places by hills and mountains, and in others 
by brooks and rivers; on the ſouth it hath 
Shrep/h:re, and part of Flintjhrrez and on 
the weſt Derbig bf ire, and the reſt of Fe 
ſhire ; on the north-weſt corner it hath the 
Iris ocean, which receives all the rivers, 
Is 45 miles in length, 25 in breadth, 
and about 112 in circumference. It is di- 
vided into 7 hundreds, 11 market-towns, be- 
ſides Ch-ſer, 2nd 125 parithes and villages, 
of which only 87 have churches ; the re! 
are chapelrics ; it (ends four members to par- 

lament, 
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Rament, two for the county, and two for 
the city of Cheer; is computed to have 
24,002 houſes, and 125,000 inhabitants; 
the ſoil is rich and fertile, both for tillage and 
paſtarag*, feeding abundance of cattle, af- 
fording plenty of corn, fiſh (eſpecially ſalmon) 
fowl, butter, cheeſe and ſalt, which laſt is 
the ſtaple commodity of this county; beſides 
which, are many quarries, affording ſlate and 
broad ſtone fit for buildings; alſo mill- ſtones 
out of Mcucop. Hill; it is likewiſe we!l-fur- 
niſh'd with timber and fuel from is woods, 
and the foreſts of Delamer and Maxfield; is 
plenti ully watered with rivers, meers, and 
pools, and hath ſeveral heaths and moiles. 


CHE'STER (S.) the capital of the county of 


Cheſhire, ſituate near th» mouth of the river 
Dee, is a very ancient city, and in the time 
of the Romans, the twentieth legion, called 
Valeria Viflrix, was quartered here: In for- 
mer reigns it paſſed through ſeveral changes, 
was ſometimes proſperous, and at other times 
ſhared the fate of unſucceſsful war; at pre- 
ſent it is of a iquare ſhape or form, confiſt- 
ing of four large ſtrezts that croſs one ano- 
ther in its middle; it is ſurrounded with 2 
high wall, firſt built by Edelfleda in 908, and 
ſtill kept up in good repair, of two miles in 
compaſs, incloſing 11 pariſhes; upon a rifing 
ground on the ſouth fide lands a caſtle, which 
is a very antient, noble, and ſtately building, 
with a tower called Julius Ceſar, in which 
is a ſtately hall, where the platine court 
and aſſizes are held twice a year, with all 
accommodations of lodgings, &c. for the re- 
ception of the judges, a hall for the prince's 
exchequer court, a gaol for the county, offi- 
ces, and rooms for the prothonotary and re- 
cords, and apartments for the officers and 
ſervants, and ftabling for the horſes, &c. 
the ſtreets are well paved, and on each fide 
have good houſes, before the generality of 
which, are piazza's, like the London Ex- 
change, called by the inhabitants Rows, ſo 
that you may walk dry in the moſt rainy 
weather; but this cauſes the houſes and 
ſhops, eſpecially in the winter-time, to be 
ſo dark, as obliges many of them to burn 
candles at noon. King Henry III. incorpo- 
rated it into a diſtinct county, to be governed 
by a mayor, aldermen, and ſheriffs ; it was 
formerly a place of great trade, ſhips of great 
burden coming up to the ſkirts of the city ; 
but by the banks or bars of tand, that the ſea 
from time to time has caſt up, the naviga- 
tion is ſo much injured, that it is now dan- 
gerous for ſmall barks to venture; tho' ſeve- 
ral attempts have been made to cure it, as 
yet they have proved ineffectual, tho' they 
are at this time carrying on large works to 
effect it, but it is to be feared they will not 
anſwer. It is the chief thorough-fare to and 
from Ireland, which occaſions a great reſort 
of people upon that occaſion 3 it has two 
large matkets weekly, %. on * 
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and Saturday, and three fairs yearly, an the 
24th of June, 25th of July, and 2gtn of 
Auguſt, Henry VIII. in 1541, made it a 
b{hyprick ; the eldeſt ſons of the kings of 
England bear the title of earls of Che/jter ; 
about the year 1690, water-mills were ſet up, 
by which the city is now plentifuliy ſerved 
with water from the river Dee; this city is 
the great mart for cheeſe, it being computed 
that 22,000 tons are annually ſhipped from 
bence, of which 14,000 are ſaid to go to 
London, and $8,000 to other parts; diſtant 
from L:ndon 140 computed, and 182 mea- 
ſured miles. 

CRE'STERFIELD (S.) a corporation-town of 
Derbyſhire, pleaſantly ſituated bet ween two 
rivulets, the Tbb:r and the Rether, on the 
ſouth ſide of a hill, in a fertile ſoil; it is a 
place of great antiquity ; king Jebn erected it 
into a free borough ; it is at preſent govern'd 
by a mayor or bailiff, aldermen, &c. it is 
moſt remarkable for its fair church, free- 
ſchool, and new large market-p'ace, whi- 
ther great quantities of lead, corn, c. are 
brought, The whole town is well built, 
and populous ; diſtant from London 196 come 
puted, and 127 meaſured miles, 

CHI'CHESTER (S.) a city and biſhoprick in 
Suſſex, which is neat, pretty large, and walled 
round, whoſe cathedral is a good building, with 
a curious ſpire, which a few years ago receiv'd 
ſo great a ſhock, as endangered its being over- 
thrown, by a ſu den fire-ball, or blaſt of light- 
ning. This city is not very populous, and 
its chief trade is in corn by ſea; it has five 
ſmall churches, beſides the cathedral ; it re- 
turns two members to parliament, is govern- 
ed by a mayor, aldermen, &c, and has two 
markets weekly, viz. on Wedneiday and Sa- 
turday ; is 50 computed, and 63 meaſured 
miles diſtant from Londor, 

CHIDLEIGH or CHU'DLEIGH (S.) in De- 
worſhire, has a good market weekly on Sa- 
turday ; diſtant from London 146 compuced, 
and 182 meaſured miles, 

CHI'MLEIGH (S) a ſmall town in Dewor- 
ſpire, whoſe market is weekly on Thurſday ; 
148 computed, and 184 meaſured miles diſ- 
tant from London. | 

CHIPPING-NO'RTON (S.) a corporat on- 
town in Oxferaſbire, whoſe market is weekly 
on Wedneiday. It is governed by two bailtffe, 
and proper under officers, who have a power 
to hold a court, and to judge and determine 
actions under four pounds value, It formerly 
ſent burgeiſes to parliament, but does not 
now; it is diſtant from Lenden 59 computed, 
and 76 meaſured miles, 

CHIPPING-O'NGAR (S.) by ſome called only 
Ongar, in Ex, a town whoſe market is 
weekly on Saturday, though formerly it was 
on Tueſday ; diſtant from Lenden 19 com- 
puted, and 21 meaſured miles. 


CHIPPING-SO'DBURY (S.) in Glaucefter-

ſhire, ſeated in the bottom of the Downs and 
Cc in 
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in the road, an indifferent good borough- 
town, which hath a very great market for 
cheele on Thurſdays, and is alſo well ſerved 
with corn and other proviſions, 

CHRI'ST-CHURCH (S.) in Hameſbire, at 
the meeting of the rivers Avon and Stour, is 
a large, populous borough-town, governed by 
a mayor, recorder, bailifts, aldermen, and 
common council- men; ſends two members 
to parliament, has a market weekly, and is 
$0 computed, and 101 meaſured miles d ſt ant 
from London. . 

CHURCH-STRE'TTON or STRE'TTON 
(S.) a town in Shropſhire, whoſe market is 
weekly on Thurlday ; it is ſeated between two 
hills, and 112 computed miles diſtant from 
London, 

CIRENCESTER or CISSITER (S.) in 
Gluceſterſhire, has the tiver Churn running 
through it, and is both the largeſt and oldeft 
town in the county, having been an ancient 
fortified city among the Britons, and the me- 
tropolis of the large province of the Debani; 
as alſo an eminent ſtation for the Roman ar 
mies; and ſome authors fay, the emperor 
Conſtantine was crowned king of the Briten 
here. It is now governed by two high con- 
{tables, and 14 wards- men, over ſeven dil- 


tinct wards, appointed yearly at the court-} 


leet. The borough, which is confined within 
the town, ſends two members to parliament, 
and every houſe- keeper, not receiving alms, 
has a vote; it hath two weekly markets, 
wiz, Monday for corn, cattle, and proviſions, 
and on Friday chiefly for wool, for which 
commodity it is the greateſt market in Eng- 
ond; it hath five fairs annually, three for al! 
ſorts of commodities, and two for cloth only ; 
it is a poſt-town, and has a ſtage coach ; 68 
computed, and 85 meaſured miles diſtant from 
London, 

CLARE (S.) in Sz, a ſmall town, where 
ſays, &c. ate manufactured; its market is 
weekly on Friday; 50 computed, and 61 
meaſured miles diſtant. from London. 

CLE'BURY (S.) in Sbreſbire, a ſmall town, 
with a market weekly; is 98 computed, and 
118 meaſured miles diſtant from London. 

CLE'THERO (S.) in Lancaſhire, a confidera- 
ble town, with a good market on Saturday ; 
is 158 computed, and 207 meaſured miles 
diſtant from London ; is an ancient borough, 
governed by two bailiffs, Sc. | 

CO'CKER MOUTH (S.) in Cumberland, is 
almoſt ſurrounded with the rivers Darevent 
and Cocker : It is a populous, well-traded 
town, whoſe market is weekly on Tueſday ; 
it is adorned with a noble cattle, ard a fine 
church ; the whole town is neatly buiit, the 
houſes being pererally flone, but of a low 
ficuation, between two hills, upon org of 
which is the church, and upon the other the 
caſtle, which is very ſtrong, both by nature 
and art; the river Crcter runs through it, and 
dlvides it into two parts, which are joined by 
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two bridges; it ſends two members to par Na- 
ment, though it be not a corporation 3 226 
computed, and 287 meaſured miles diſtant 
from London, 

CO'LCHESTER (S.) in E, is an ancient 
corporation, the town large, and very popu - 
lous, the ſtreets fair and beautiful ; and tho” 
the whole is not finely built, there are abun- 
dance of good houſes in it. There are ſtill 
the viſible marks of the ſeverity it under - 
went in the civil wars in K. Charles Iſt's 
time, eſpecially in the churches : The river 
Celn paſſes through the town, and encom- 
paſſes it on the north and eaſt 3 over this ri- 
ver are three large br dges ; this river is na vi- 
gable for hoys and ſmall craft up to the town, 
and to within three miles for ſhips of large 
burden; for the convenience of trade, there 
is a large key along the ſide of the river, and 
a good Cuſtom- houſe z3 the principal manu- 
faQure is bays: It is governed by a mayor, 
high-ſteward, recorder, or his deputy, 11 al- 
dermen, chamberlain, town-clerk, aſſiſtante, 
and 18 common-council-men ; there are $ 
churches, beſides thoſe damaged as above, and 
5 meeting houſes, of which two are Quakers ; 
ard beſides all theſe, a Dutch and a Frenct 
charch ; there are ſeveral noble publick build- 
ings, ſuch as the Bay-Hall, the Guild. Hal, 
&c. it ſends two members to parliament, and 
is 43 computed, and 50 meaſured miles diſ- 
tant from London, 

COL. EBROOK or CO'LNBROOK (s.) in 
Buckinghamſhire, a ſmall town, whoſe mar- 
ket is weekly on Tueſdays; it is principally 
lupported by travellers that paſs through it to 
and from Lenden, for whoſe reception there 
are many good inns ; 15 computed, and 18 
meaſured miles diſtant from London. 

COLESHILL (S.) in Warwickſhire, a ſmall, 
but handſome town, whoſe market is weekly 
on Wedneſday, ſeated on an hill by the river 
Cole, over which it hath a large ſtone bridge; 
82 computed, and 101 meaſured miles diſtant 
from London, 

CO'LFORD (S.) in Gloucefterſhire, a ſmall 
town, that has a weekly market on Tueſ- 
day; 96 computed miles diſtant from Lond:s. 

COLNE (S.) in Lancaſhire, a town whoſe 
market is weekly on Wedneſday, noted for 
having, a few years ſince, had many Roman 
coins, both filver and copper, found in and 
near it; diſtant from Londen 153 computed, 
and 200 meaſured miles. 

St. CO'LOMBS (S.) in Cornwall, a ſmall town, 
whoſe market is weekly on Thurſday ; diſ- 
tant from Londen 200 computed, and 259 
meaſured miles. : 

CO'LUMPTON (s.) in Devonſpire, upon the 
river Colombe or Culme, has a market weekly 
on Saturday; the church is a fine building, 
with a curious gilded rood-loft; 134 com- 
puted, and 175 meaſured miles diftant from 
London. 

COMB-MARTIN (s.) a ſmall town in De- 
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vonſpire, through which runs the Sewryn ſea 
by an inlet; it has a ſmall market, and is 
diſtant from Lenden 149 computed, and 184 
meaſured mi'es, 


CO'NGLETON (s.) in Che/tire, is a hand- 


ſome town, well watered by the Dan, &c. 
2overned by a mayor and fix aldermen ; has 
two churches, and a good weekly market on 
Saturday; it is a corporation, whoſe chief 
manufacture is leather gloves, &c, diſtant 
from L»ndm 123 computed, and 157 mea- 
ſured miles. 


CO'NWAY (S.) in Caernarwonſbire, in North- 


ales; this is the pooreſt and plea ſanteſt 
town in all this county, for its bigneſs, being 
Fates on the banks of a fine navigable river, 
which is a noble harbour for ſhips, were 
there auy trade to invite them there, the 
Aream being both deep and ſafe, and the ri- 
ver very broad; this town has a ſmall mor- 
ket weekly on Saturday, and is 174 com- 
puted miles from London. 


CORFE or CORFE-CA'STLE (s.) in Der- 


ſerſtire, a borough=town, ſo called from the 
fine ancient caſtle that is in it, governed by a 
mayor, aldermen, Sc. the market is week- 
ly on Saturdays; among other privileges, it 
ſends two members to parliament, and thoſe 
who have ſerved the office of mayor, are 
always after called barons; it is diſtant from 
London 93 computed, and 116 meaſured 
miles. 


CO'RNWALL {S.) is bounded on the north 


by the Severn fea, on the ſouth by the Br:- 
ciſb fea, and by St. George's channel on the 
weſt, and on the eaft by the river Tamar, 
which parts it from Devonſbire, except a 
ſmall tract of land which forms a peninſula ; 
it is about 70 miles long from eaft to weſt, 
and about 40 broad upon the borders of De- 
w1n/hire, and but about five broad about St. 
Iven; the circumference is about 150 miles, 
in which it contains about 960 odo acres, 
25,400 houſes, 126,000 inhabitants, 161 
pariſhes, 27 market-towns, 9 hundreds, 6 
caſtles, and 9 parkt. This county ſends 44 
members to parliament, wiz. two for the 
county, and 42 for 21 boroughs, which is 
more than any other county in the whole 
kingdom, The principal rivers are the Ta- 
mar, the Camel, the Tale, the Cobor, and 
the Los, which receive ſeveral other rivulets, 
and all empty themſelves into the ſea imme- 
giately; and for convenience of paſſage, 32 
bridges are built over them, Formerly the 
ſriſh ſaints were in great veneration here, ſo 
that many of their towns were dedicated to 
them, The air is ſharp, but healthful ; yet 
rather ſuited to preſerve the health of the 
inhabitants, than recover the fickneſs of 
ſtrangers. The ground is generally very 
hilly, conſiſting moſtly of rocks and ſhelves, 
cruſted lightly over with ſhallow earth, and 
more inclined to barrenneſs than fertility ; 
dot by induttry the valleys, and parts 
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adjacent to the ſea, and the encloſures near, 
the towns are more fertil, bearing both good 
crops of corn, and grazing large numbers of 
cattle. There is great ſtore of game, both 
for the hawk ard the hound; and the ſeas 
and rivers plentifully ſtock'd with many forts 
of fiſh and fowl, bath common to other 
counties, and appropriate to itſelf, The in- 
fide of the earth yields great quantities of 
quarries and mines, which produce various 
ſorts of ſtone and lates for building, and 
allo ſome for ornament, not much inferior ta 
diamonds ; alſo many ſorts of minerals, ſuch 
as lead, copper, and more particularly tin, 
for the encouragement of which, the tinners 
have been many ages incorporated under an- 
cient laws and great privileges, in four divi- 
Hons called Foymire, Blackmore, Trewarnaile, 
and Pemuile, in each of which ſtanniery 
courts are held; and upon extraordinary oc- 
caſions parliaments of the whole ſociety are 
aſſembled under the loid warden of the ſlan- 
nieries. ; 
CO'VENTRY (S.) in Warwickſhire, is a 
large, commodious city, ſweet and neat, for- 
merly walled in, but now that is much neg- 
lected, being ordered at the Reſtoration, by 
king Charles II. to be demoliſhed, and alſo 
the towers, only the gates being leſt ſtand- 
ing, from whence the magnificence of the 
others may be gueſled at: The buildings are 
generally old, but many of them large and 
ſtately ; the market place is ſpacious, having 
a beautiful croſs in the middle of it, ard 
every Friday a plentiful market; a conſidera- 
ble inland trade of making and ſelling cloth- 
tammies, and ribbands, is carried on here, 
which renders it both populous and rich ; 
there are three churches, Ke the two chief 
are St. Michael's, and Trinity church; it en- 
joys many imraunities, being a county incor- 
porate of itſelf, and has ſeveral towns within 
its liberties; is governed by a mayor, two 
ſherifts, 10 aldermen, and ſub- officers; keeps 
courts for hearing of cauſes, and trial of fe- 
lons, having a goal for offenders; ſends two 
members to parliament; and is 74 computed, 
and 91 meaſured miles diſtant from Lendan; 
the biſhop is called, biſhop of Litcifie/d and 
Coventry, 
COW'BRIDGE (S.) in Glamorganſhire, Soutb- 
Wales, is a pretty good town, where the 
juſtices hold a quarter · ſeſſions for the county 
the week aſter Eaſter; has a good market 
weekly on Tueſday ; is governed by a bailiff, 
annually choſen, and ſworn by the deputy 
conſtable; from Lond:n 136 computed, and 
175 meaſured miles, | 
CRA'NBORN (S.) in Doxſet/hire, is well wa- 
tered, and pleaſantly ſeated, having a chace 
near it, many miles in length ; it has a 
ſmall market weekly on Wedneſday; 76 
computed, and $5 meaſured miles diſtant 
from Landon. _ 


CRA'N * (S.) a large town, well paved, 
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ic Kent, that has a conſiderable market werk - 
ly on Saturday; was formerly much noted 
for a great number of clothiers, but that trade 
js now almoſt loſt ; it is diitant from Londen 
44 computed, and $1 meaſured miles. 

CREDITON or CRE'DEN-TOWN (S.) in 
Dc+ Aire, a ſmall town, fituate on the ri- 
ver Credzn, between two hills; it bas a mar- 
ket weekly, and is diſtant from London 147 
computed, and 183 meaſured miles; was for- 
merly a biſhop's ſee, which is now removed 
to Exeter, 

CREE'“KLADE or CRIVCKLADE (S.) in

CROMER (S.) in Norfot, upon the fex- 

| thore; it was formerly a much larger town 
than it is now, containing two pariſh- church- 
es, one of which, with many of the houſes, 
was ſwallowed up by an inundation of the 
ſea; it is yet a pretty large town, and well 
frequented by fiſhermen, eſpecially for lobſters, 
which are caught here in great abundance; 
it is diſtant from Londen 102 computed, and 
127 meaſured miles. 

CROO'K HORN cr CREW'KERN (S.) in 
Somerſetſhire, is a town three furlongs long, 
on the river Parret, near the confines of Dæ- 
ſetſÞire 3 hath a conſiderable market weekly 
on Saturday for corn, ſheep, and other neceſ- 
ſaries; is diſtant from London 114 computed, 
and 133 meaſured miles, 

CROW'LAND or CROY*LAND (S.) in Lin- 
colnſhire, formerly noted for a great abbey or 
monaſtery of Henedict ine monks, and now 
particularly for its extraordinary fituation, 
being ſo encompaſſed with fens, bogs, and 
pools, that it is inaccefſible on the ſouth ard 
weſt ſides; it conſiſts of three fireets, ſe- 
parated from each other Ly water-courſcs, 
mel with willows, built on piles driven 

to the bottom of the great pool, and joined 
by a triangular bridge curiouſly contrived and 
built: And though the town is pretty well 
inhabited, yet the market, which is weekly 
on Saturgay, is but a poor one; their greateſt 

7 is from fiſh and wild ducks, which in 
e month of Auguſt are ſo very numerous, 

that they drive 3000 into a net at a time; 

there are a great many pools jn and near the 
town for the liberty of fiſhing, in which

CROYDON. (S.) in Swrey, 2 large, hand- 
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ſome town, upon the edge of Banſſed Daune, 
from which, to the river Thames, the county 
being all p:fture grounds, is incloſed the ma- 
nor belonging to the ſ:e of Canterbury; the 
archb:ſhops have a palace here, which is now 
little uſcd; the hoſpitol for a warden and 28 
men and women, and the free- ſchool and 
church, are large, hardſome buildings; the 
market is weekly on Saturdays; abundance 
of corn, and particularly oats and catmeal, 
are bought up here for Lenden; there are two 
fairs annually, wiz. June 24, and Sept. 21; 
'o the latter great numbers of the lower claſs 
of prople go from Lendin, from which it is 
10 miles diſtant, 

CU'CKFIELD (S.) in Syfex, whoſe market 
is weekly on Frid:y, tho originally it was on 
Monday; it is diſtant from London 34 com- 
puted, and 40 meaſured miles. 

CU'LLITON (S.) in Devonſbire, is a pretty 
good town, with a large market weekly on 
Thurſday ; diftint from Londen 125 com- 
puted, and 159 meaſured miles. 

CU"'MBERLAND (S.) one cf the northern 
counties of Erg/and, partly in the dioceſs of 
Chefter, and partly in that of Carliſſe; ſends 
ſix members to perlis ment, has 14 market- 
towns, and 58 pariſhes; is diviced into five 
wards, and contains 14,825 houſes, and about 
75,000 inhabitants, and is 168 miles in cir- 
cumferente; is very mcuntainous, and conſe- 
quently not very fruitful, yet there are many 
fertile valleys, both for tillage and pa ſturage; 
the air is ſharp, and the bowels of the earth 
are well flocked with mines, that are rich 
in copper, iron, and lead ores, alſo black 
lead and coals; the ſea, and its large lakes 
and meers, are plentifully furniſhed with fiſh 
and fow! ; its chief manufactures are fuſtians, 
linen, and coarſe broad-cloths. This county 
has more Reman antiquities than any other, 
for being the utmoſt limits of their poſſeſ- 
ſions, it was always well ſecured by their 
gariſons, and defended by the famous wall, 
called the Pi#s wall, which ran from ſea to 
ſea about 100 miles, was 8 foot broad, and 
12 foot high, upon which was a watch- 
tower at every mile's diftance, in which ſol- 
diers were conſtantly kept; beſides which, 
there were 25 publick caftles, and all the 
houſes of the nobility and gentry were built 
caſtlewiſe, to defend them from the incur- 
ſions of the Scots, 
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A'LTON (S.) in Lancaſhire, at a ſmall

ly on Saturday; here is an ancient caſtle that 
ſerves as a priſon for debtors, and an archive

St. DA'VID's (S.) in Pembroleſhire in South 
Wales, was anciently both a famous city, 
and an archbiſhop's ſee 3 it is now a biſhop's 
ſee, but the town is now ſo much decayed, 
that they have but few inhabitants, and are 
without the convenience of a market, ſup- 
poſed to ariſe from the barrenneſs of the oi], 
and its unhealthy ſituation ; ſo that there is 
little to take notice of beſides is cathedtal, 
whoſe roof is higher than any in England; it 
is 207 computed, and 268 meaſured miles 
diſtant from London, 

DEAL (S.) in Kent, is a handſome large town, 
but has no market, being deemed only a part 
or member of the port of Sandwich ; it lies 
over-apainſt the Datunt? is the famous road 
for ſhipping, for all ſhips to and from Lenden, 
which makes it much reſorted to by the ſea- 
faring men, and thoſe who have any dealings 
with them; diſtant from London 57 com- 
puted, and 74 meaſured miles. 

DAN (S.) in Glouceſterſhire, in the diſtricts of 
the Foreſt of Dean, is a tolerable town, con- 
ſiſting chiefly of one ſtreet 3 formerly the 
clothing trade flouriſhed here, but now the 
chief manufacture is pin- making; it has a 
good market weekly on Monday, and is 99 
computed, end 114 meaſured miles diſtant 
from I ndin. 

Foreſt of DEAN (S.) in Glucefterſoire, is a large 
tract of ground, and though much curtailed, 
is ſtill about 20 miles long, and 10 broad, 
within which are 3 hundreds, ſeveral villages, 
and towns, in which are 23 pariſh-churches, 
ſituate between the rivers Severn and Wye it 
was anciently ſhaded with woods quite thro'; 
the ſoil is a wet clay, proper for the growth 
of oaks, for which this foreſt was formerly 
ſo famous, that moſt of our ſhips were made 
of them: Within its limits many iron mines 
have been found, the working of which has 
leſſened the foreſt, and filled it with men and 
women, inſtead of trees; tho' there are 1! 
many in it: The king hath here a ſwani- 
mote court, for the preſervation of the vert 
and veniſon, kept at the ſpeech houſe, a large 
building in the middle of the foreſt ; the 
judges whereof are the verdurers, choſen an- 
nually by all the free-holders of the county : 
For the improvement of the iron mines and 
forges, a court is held, directed by a ſleward 
appointed by the conſtable of the foreſt, aſ- 
ſiſted by juries of miners, who have their

DE'BENHAM (S.) in Sufo/k, of itfelf a 
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| tolerable, clean town, 2s being ſeated upon

meanly built; it has a poor market weekly 
on Friday ; from London 68 computed, and

DE'DDINGTON (S.) in Oxferdfhire, formerly 
a town corporate, that ſent burgeſſes to par- 
hament. but does not now; it is governed by 
a bail ff; and tho' a pretty large town, yet it 
Has but a ſmall market weekly on Saturday; 
diſtant from Lenden 51 computed, and 62 
meaſured miles. 

DEE'PING or DIE'PING (S.) in Lincolitire, 
a ſmall market-town, ſituate in a fenny 
ground z its market is weekly on Thurſday ; 
diſtant from London 50 computed miles. 

DE'NBICH S.) the principal town of Der: 
big hire, ſeated on the hanging of a rocky 
hill, on a branch of the Cluyd, once a place 
of great ſtrength, when its impregnable caſtle 
Was in its full vigour, and duly gariſoned; 
the town is moderately large, well built, and 
chiefly inhabited by glovers and tanners, has 
2 pretty good trade, and is governed by two 
aldermen, two bailiffs, and 25 capital bur- 
geſſes, with ſub-cfficers, ſends one member 
to par jament, and has a good market weekly 
on Wedneſday, for corn, cattle, and provi 
fiors; 160 computed, and 209 meaſured 
miles diftant from Londen, 

DE'NBIGHSHIRE (S.) in Nertb Wales, is a 
county generally very hilly, ſome of which 
hills are ſo high, that they have continual 
ſnow vpon them, the tops whereof are the 
coumtryman's morning almanack, to denote a 
fair day by the riſe of the vapours from them ; 
it is of a different ſoil, the weſtern part being 
heathy, and is much inciin'd to ſterility, 
and bot thinly inhabited ; the eaſtern part, 


beyond the vale of Cluyd, is fruitful, but the 


middle, which is a plain, is both the moſt 
pleaſant and fertile, and well inhabited with 
gentry, The biſhopricks of Bangor and 
St. Hſopb have each their juriſdictions in the 
re ſpective parts of this county, which is from 
eaſt to weſt 31 miles long, and from north 
to ſouth 20; it is divided into 12 hundreds, 
which contain 57 pariſh-churches, 4 market- 
towns, and 6,400 houſes ; it ſends 2 mem- 
ders to parliament, Rye, commonly called 
ame] corn, is produced in the greateſt quan- 
tity ; goats and ſheep are alſo plentiful ; be- 
fides which there are ſeveral mines, that pro- 
duce great parcels of lead ore, particularly 
that called the marquis of Pozurs's. 
DE'RBY (S.) the principal town of Derbyſhire ; 
it is a large, neat, populous, and well-builr 
town, conſiſting of five pariſhes, and very 
much improved of late years, by rebuilding 
© one of the churches, the market · place, &c. 
it is of a very ancient date, and endowed with 
many privileges, particularly its exemption 
from paying toll both in London, and moſt 


other parts of the kingdom ; the trade *

town is not very conſiderable, being more in- 
habited by gentry, than manufacturers, tho? 
it is a ſtaple for wool; yet the traffick is 
moſtly retail, confiſting in buying corn, and 
ſelling it again to the high - land countries, in 
making malt, and brewing ale, for which it 
is much noted: This town is governed by a 
mayor, high-ſteward, nine aldermen, a re- 
corder, 14 brethren, 14 common-council- 
men, and a town-clerk ; it ſends two mem- 
bers to parliament ; the aſſiaes are uſually 
held in the town hall, which is a beautiful 
None building; there are three markets kept 
here weekly, wiz. Wedneſday, Friday and 
Saturday; and ſeven fairs annually ; it is 98 
computed, and 122 meaſured miles diſtant 
from London. 


DE'RBYSHIRE (S.) is an inland county, 


whoſe form is ſomewhat triangular, being 
but ſix miles broad in the ſouth, and 30 in 
the north; about 38 miles long, and 200 in 
circumference ; it is divided into fix hun- 
dreds, in which are nine market-towns, 160 
pariſhes, 56,000 houſes, and 233,005 inha- 
bitants; and ſends four members to parlia- 
ment ; it is divided into two parts by the 
courſe of the river Derwent, which riſing in 
the north borders of it, 1uns quite croſs it, 
and empties its water, which is colonred black 
by the foi), into the Trext, which glides by its 
ſouthern coaſt ; the ſoil on each fide is of a 
very different nature, the eaſt and ſouthern 
parts being well cultivated, fruitful, and fall 
of gentlemens ſeats, and parks; but the 
weſtern, which is called the Peak, is moun- 
tainons and barren, as to corn, graſs, &. 
but is nearly as advantageous to the inhabi- 
tants, by the great number of lead, coal, and 
iron mines, and quarries, that produce mar- 
ble, alabaſter, and cryſtal ; alſo mill-ſones, 
grind- ſtones, ſcythe- ſtones, c. Baxton-Melli 
is much reſorted to, and for the ſame reaſons 
that the Bath is fr-quented, the waters, both 
hot and cold, having much the ſame virtues ; 
the three wonderful caves, called the Dev“ 
Arſe, Elden- Hole, and Pool's-Hale, are the 
ſurprize of all travellers that go to ſee them. 


DE'REHAM, DEE'RHAM or MARKET- 


DE'REHAM (S.) in Norf#/k, this town 
was almoſt wholly reduced to aſhes, by a ter- 
rible fire; but is now beautifully rebuilt ; in 
queen El:zabetb's time it belonged to the bi- 
ſhops of Ely; but was afterwards in the 
crown, and was made part of the ſettlement 
of queen Katherine, conſort of leing Charles Il. 
it is a large town, and hath many hamlet: ; 
its market is weekly on Friday, where large 
quantities of wool are conftant'y brought; 
and is djftant from Londen $3 computed, and 
7 meaſured miles. 


DEVIZES (S.] in Wil:fire, is a large and 


important town, full of wealthy clothiers, 
who, from making broad-cloths, do now 
more generally manufacture druggets; it 1s 


a borough · town, that ſends two _— 
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parliament: It ws formerly much ſtronger 


and more noted than at preſent, its ſtrong 
caſtle being neglected; though it is ſtill well 
inhabited, and has a conficerable market 
weekly on Thurſdays, much frequented, for 
horſes and all ſorts of cattle, and provifions ; 
diſtant from London 72 computed, and $9 
meaſured miles. 

DE'VONSHIRE (S.) is waſhed by the ſea on 
the northern and ſouthern ſides, and is about 
54 miles broad in the wideſt place, and 61 
long; it ſends 26 members to parliament, has 
40 market-towns, and 394 pariſhes in 33 
tundre's; contains about 56, 300 houſes, and 
zoo, ooo inhabitants, and is about 200 miles 
in circumference. The foil of this county is 
ſo different, that ſome parts are fo fertile, 
as to need no improvement of art; and others 
ſo barren, that no art can mend it; but in 
theſe ſteri! parts nature has made ample a- 
mends, by fixing many fine mines, that pro- 
duce tin, lead, Sc. and the ſea that in a 
gre*t meaſure ſurrounds it, is filled with pil- 
chards, herrings, and other fiſh, both for 
their own uſe, and exportation, The manu- 
ſactures of this county are chiefly kerſeys and 
ſerpes, in which, it is computed, they deal 
for 10,000 J. fer weeks, 

DINASMOUTHYE (S.) in Merionerbfhire, 
Neorth-Woales, a town, whoſe market is week - 
ly on Friday; diſtant from London 142 com- 
puted, and 176 meaſured miles, 

DISS (S.) in Norfolk, ſituate on the fide of a 
hill, upon the utmoſt confines of the ſouth- 
ward part of this county, whole market 
weekly on Friday is we'l ſtored with yarn, 
linen-cloth, and all manner of eatables and 
neceſſaries; 76 computed, and 93 meaſured 
miles diſtant from London. 

DO'LGELHE or DO'LGETH (S.) in Meris- 
nethſbire in North-Woales, ſeated on the Avon, 
in a vale, has a ſmall market weekly on 
Thurſday ; it is much noted for Welſb cot- 
tons, that are diſpoſed of here; the mountains 
round it are called its walls, which are ſaid to 
be three miles high, hath a ſteeple that grow- 
eth therein, the bell hanging in a yew-tree ; 
diſtant from London 149 computed, and 187 
meaſured miles. y 

DO'NCASTER (S.) in the Ve-Ridim 
Yorkſhire, ſituate on the river Don, has been 
a very ancient town, and formerly much 
larger and finer than now ; but in 759 was 
ſo totally deſtroyed by lightning, that it never 
recovered its firſt beauty; ſome remains of a 
large caſtle are ſtill in being, that ſtood where 
the church now ſtands; yet it is a tolerable 
town, governed by a mayor and ſix aldermen, 
and is principally employed in knitting ſtock 

inge, gloves, waiſt-coats, &c, It has a good 
market weekly on Saturdays for cattle, corn, 
Se. Here are two very large, ſtrong, and 
lofty bridges over the river Don, with a long 
cauſe-way, and the remains of the great

DO'RCHESTER (S.) in Oxfordſhire, was for» 


merly a noted city, and a biſhop's ſee for 400 
years, wiz, from 634 to 1094, when Rern- 
grus, its laſt biſhop, tranſlated it to Lrncoln, 
trom which time it fell to decay, till at lat 
it was of ſo ſmall account, that it was by 
ſome left out of the catalogue of market- 
towns; though Og1/5y calls it a fair and large 
market and ſhire-town, ard a corporation; 
but ſends no members to parliament ;z it has 
a large ſtone bridge over the Thames, and ig 
graced with a fine church; diflant from Low 
den 41 computed, and 49 meaſured miles. 


DO RCHEST ER (S.) the principal or ſhire- 


town of Dorſerſhire, built on the banks of the 
river Frome ; it is a pretty large town, with 
three very wide ftrerts, and as many hand- 
ſome churches, with a fine free-ſchool, alms- 
houſes, Oc. and though the buildings are 
neither great nor beautiful, yet being ſituate 
on a riſing ground, and opening at the ſouth 
and weſt ends into ſweet fie ds, and ſpacious 
downs, renders it very pleaſant and delightful, 
In the year 1613 it was totally deſtroyed by 
fire, except the great church; yet none of 
the inhabitants loſt their lives; it is an an- 
cient corporation, which in the 5th year of 
kirg Charles I. had a new charter, which 
gave the government thereof to a mayor, bai- 
lifts, aldermen, and burgeſſes, with an en- 
largement of privileges. In the time of the 
Romans, it was one of their winter ſtations, 
was walled in, and had a caſtle, which were 
all demoliſhed afterwards by the Danes ; it 
was for ſome time famous for making fine 
broad-cloth, but that trade is now turned into 
fine ſerges, ſelling ſheep, and brewing ale; 
the aſſizes, quarter · ſeſſions, and elections for 
Knights of the ſhire are all held here; for 
which purpoſe it is accommodated with good 
inns, and a plentiful market on Saturday; it 
ſends two members to parliament ; and is diſ- 
tant from London 97 computed, and 123 mea- 
ſured miles, 


DO'RSETSHIRE (S.) is bounded on the north 


by Somerſetſhire and Wiltſhire, on the weft by 
Devonſbire, on the eaſt by Hampſhire, and on 
the ſouth by the Britiſh chanel; it is about 
50 miles long, and in the broadeſt part about 
25 miles over, and its circumference is about 
I;0 miles; its inhabitants are computed at 
132,000, and the houſes 22,000 ; it was the 
firſt ſettlement of the Saxons in Britain, and 
ſo continued till its monarch Egbert having 
ſubdued the reſt of the heptarchy, became 
king of that part of the iſle now called Eng- 
land: The pleaſantneſs of this county occa- 
fioned moſt of Egbert's ſucceſſors, which were 
18 in number, both to reſide and be buried in 
it, and which occaſioned many very large pa- 
laces to be erected, from whence the gentry 
took their humour of building their houſes 
vaſtly large; it ſends 20 members to parlia- 
ment, Bat 22 market-towns, is divided e 
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ave diviſops, and theſe into 29 hundreds, 
which contain 248 pariſhes; it is ſeated in a 
healthful air, and yields all the neceſſaries of 
life in great abundance, but particularly ſheep, 
which are ſo fruitful, that the ewes com- 
monly bring forth two lambs at a time; the 
paſturage is ſo very rich and fertile, occaſion'd 
by the mixture of abundance of the ſweeteſt 
aromatick plants, that the ſheep thrive ex- 
ceedingly ; be ſides which, there is plenty of 
timber, free-ſtone, marle, or tobacco-pipe- 
clay, hemp, barley, Cc. 

DO'VER (S.) in Kerr, is an ancient town, 
ſituate among rocks, where the haven itſelf 
was formerly ; the paſſage from hence into 
France being neareſt and ſafeſt, it was or- 
dained, that no perſon going out of the king- 
dom to the continent, ſhould take ſhipping in 
any other port; it is one of the Cingue ports, 
and was formerly obligated to find 21 ſhips 
for war; it w-s anciently walled in, and had 
10 gates, and 1 caſtle built by Julius Ceſar, 
all which are gone to decay, ard alſo the 
piers that king Henry VIII. built at a vaſt 
expence; ſo that it is now but a poor place, 
though it keeps up the form of a corporation, 
and ſends two members to parliament; it 
hath two markets weekly on Wedneſday and 
Saturday, and a fair on Nu. 11, which con- 
tinues 9 days; heretofore were 7 churches, 
but they are now reduced to two; it is diſtant 
from London 55 computed, and 71 meaſured 
miles; of late the Jord-wardens of the Cingue- 
ports have been ſworn, and the reſt of the 
buſineſs belonging to them in generai has been

were alſo much favoured by king Edzvard 
III. But in 1290 one of their churches, 


and a great part of the town, was burnt 


down, which fo reduced it, that it was long 
in recovering again its former ſplendor, King 
James I. granted it a new charter, which 
appoints the government to be by two bai- 
liffs, four juſtices, and a recorder; the mar- 
ket is weekly on Friday ; it fends two mem-

DU'NMOW MAGNA (S.) in Ex, is a 
large town, and of great antiquity, ſituate 
on the top of a grave'ly hill; the market is 
weekly on Saturday; it is governed by 12 
heacboroughs, out of whom one is choſe 
annually, who hath the chief authority, 
and is called a bailiff, At the monaſtery in 
this town was the flitch of bacon to be 
fetched, by any married perſon that would 
ſwear before the prior, and as many other 
perſons as thought fit to be preſent, kneeling 
upon two pointed ſtones, ſet up for that put- 
poie, that they had not repented of being 
married within one year and a day after mar- 
riage ; diſtant from Lenden 31 computed, 
and 38 meaſured miles.

DU'NSTABLE (S.) in Heaferuſbire, ſeated on 
an hill, in a chalky ground, is well inhabited,

principal ſtreets, anſwering to the 4 quarters 
of the world; and on account of the drive(s 
of the foil, it has 4 large ponds for publick 
uſe, which are never dry, though they are 
ſupplied only by rain-water, no ſprings being 
to be found, though they have dug 24 fa- 
thom deep in ſearch of them; the market, 
which is weekly on Wedneſday, is very large, 
the town is diſtant from Landon 30 computes, 
and 34 meaſured miles.

DU'RHAM (S.) the county is commonly called 
the Bi/hprick of Durham, whoſe greateſt ex- 
tent is 35 miles in length, 30 in breadth, and 
about 107 in circumference ; has one city of 
its own name, 8 market-towns, 30 pariſhes, 
of which 30 are reQories, 21 vicarages, ard 
29 chapelries ; it has 16 rivers, 20 bridges, 
21 parks, and 4 caſtles ; is computed to have 
about 16,000 houſes, and 97, ooo inha- 
bitants 3 ſends four members to parliament, 
two for the county, and two for the city ; 
it is a county palatine, of which the biſhop 
has the government, having a diſtinct ſo- 
vereignty of itſelf ; the air is ſharp and pierc- 
ing, and the earth yields abundance of coals, 
lead-mines, &c, eſpecially in the weſtern 
parts; the other parts produce gocd corn, 
paſturage, &c, 

DU'RHAM (S.) this city is a place of great 
antiquity, is a biſhop's ſee, and ſends two 
members to parliament; is both pleaſantly 
ard commodiouſly ſituated on a gentle aſcent, 
and almoſt ſurrounded by the river Weare, 
over which it has two large ſtone bridges, by 
which you enter it, being walled in, and de- 
fended by a large and ftrong caſtle ; it is neat- 
ly and compaQtly built, bas fix pariſh-church- 
es, and a cathedral; the buildings are hand- 
ſome, and the ſtreets well ordered; it is much 
reſorted to by gentry, which occaſions a con- 
ſiderable trade; the market is very great 
weekly on Saturdays; diſtant from London 
200 computed, and 262 meatured miles, 

DU”RSLEY (S.) in Glouceſterſhire, near the 
Severn, is a good town, chiefly inhabited by 
clothiers ; its market is weekly on Thurſday ; 
diſtant from Lenden 84 computed, and 97 
meaſured miles.

It returns two members to 
parliament, who are choſe by the mayor, 
burgeſſes, and freemen ; the town conſiſts of 
about 200 houſes, and the market is weekly 
on Saturday, of which the corporation has the 
toll; here is a poor battery kept up with four 
guns, a pariſh-church and a chapel; it is

ſti lit is inhabited by many conſiderable mer- 
chants, who ſend vaſt quantities of pilchards 
and other fiſh abroad, which turns to good 
account. The town is very ordinary, the 
buildings being ill contrived, and ſo confuſedly 
crowded together, that there is no open ſtreet 
belonging to it, only many intricate paſToges. 
The corporation conſiſts of a mayor, eight 
aldermen, two aſſiſtants, a recorder, Cc. 
The burgeſſes are choſen by ail the inha- 
bitants that pay ſcot and lot; it ſends two 
members to parliament ; it is diſtant from 
London 192 computed, and 240 meaſured 
miles. 

FRA'MLINGTON (S.) in Sylt, a large 
town, upon a clay hill, defended by the ruins 
of a large c:ſtle, well wa'l:d, and a dcuble 
ditch on one fide, and a large meer on the 
other ; the principal building is the church, 
and the market on Saturday is well ſrequent- 
ed; diſtant from London-74 computed, and 
86 meaſured miles.

called Newtn in this county, is a well, that 
ſwells up when the ſea ebbs, and finks as the

GLA'STENBURY (S.) in S.mer{otſhire, is al- 
moſt encompailed round with rivers, by 
which means it is a ſort of an iſland; the

{word and cap of maintenance, ard four ſer- 
jeants at mace, Their preſent charter was 
given by king CEarles II. dated April 16, 
1672, their former charters being reſigned: 
For the regulation of the trade of this city, 
there are 12 companies aſſociated, the maſters 
whereof attend tte mayor upon all publick 
occaſions, in their gowns, with ſtreamers. 
It contains 12 pariſhes, though there are but 
6 churches, and the cathedral; it has two 
markets weekly, wiz. on VWedneſdsy and Sa- 
turd:y, and four fairs annually, It is a port, 
and has a large key and wharf on the banks 
of the river, very comm-dious for trade, to 
which belongs a cuſtom-houſe, with proper 
officers 3 but the buſineſs is but ſmall, moſt 
of the foreign trade teing moved to Briftol ; 
this city is a county of itſelf, and is diſtant 
frem London $1 computed, and 102 meaſured 
mies. 
GLOUCESTERSHIRE (S.) is an inland 
county, of a hea!thful air, and fertile ſoil, as 
we'll for corn as paſturage, yielding plenty of 
corn, ard feeding abundance of cattle, and 
great flocks of ſheep, eſpecially in and near 
C:teſwwild, whoſe wool is much eſteemed for 
its fineneſs; the eaſt part, called Cotefevold, 
is ſomewhat hilly, and is principally employ d 
in grazing ; the middle part lies low, and is 
watered by the Severn, which renders the 
plains very fruitſul; the weſern port is over- 
ſpread with wood, and celled Dean- Foreſt, 
where grow great numbers of excellent tim- 
ber · trees, for ſhip-building, Sc. coal and iron 
mines, on which are mary furnaces and 
forges, for working the ſame; this foreſt is 
20 miles long, and 10 broad, and contains 3 
hundreds, 23 pariſh-churches, 1 caſtle, 1 ab- 
bey, 3 market- towns, 1 mayor-town, and 
the common thereof (beſides the purlieus and 
abbey-wocds) is ſaid to contain 32,000 acres 
of ground.—The whole county is about 50 
miles long, and 25 broad, containing 30 hun- 
drede, in which are 25 market-tow:'s, 280 
pariſhes, 1 caſtle, 2 foreſts, 19 park*, ſeveral 
large rivers, 27,000 houſes, and about 160,000 
people; it ſends 8 members to parliament, 
and is about 140 miles in circumference ; it 
is remarkable for the large manufacture of 
cheeſe, tho* that which is ſo called in London 
comes principally out of Wiltſhire, the real 
cheeſe of this county going more to Briſtol, 
than to Landen; the woollen manufacture of 
this county is exceeding good, and fine, and is 
very large in quantity. 
ODA*LMING (s.) in Surrey, a corporation- 
town, whoſe market is weekly on Wedneſ- 
day; the chief magiftrate is a warden, to 
whom is joined eight aſſiſtants; the manu- 
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facture of this town is clothing, for which 
it is the moſt eminent in all the county; the 
ſorts are mixed kerſeys, and blue ones for the 
Canaries, which ate reported to be the beſt 
coloured of any in the kingdom; 28 com- 
puted, and 35 meaſured miles diſtant from 
Londin. 75 

GRA MPOUND (S.) a mean borough-town 
in Cormoall, of no great antiquity; formerly 
it had a market weekly on Saturday, but is 
now either quite diſcontinued, or very little 
uſed ; it has but one ſtrect of about 80 houſes, 
with a ſmall, ordinary chapel; it is a town- 
corporate, has a mayor, eight magiſtrates, a 
recorder, and a town-clerk, and ſends two 
members to parliament ; its principal manu- 
fa cture is in the plovers goods; is diſtant from 
London 206 computed, and 252 meaſured 
miles, 

GRANTHAM (S.) in Lrncolnſhire, a borough- 
town, governed by an alde.man, and 12 juſ- 
tices of the peace; has a large market w-ele- 
ly on Saturday, and is a neat, populous, 
well-built town, and by the greatneſs of itz 
traffick, enriches many of its inhabitants; ir 
has a fine church, whoſe ſpire-ſteepl2 is 280 
ſeet high, which by vulgar report is ſaid to 
ſtand awry ; it has allo a fine free-{choo), 
that has produced miny greet ſcho'ars; it 
ſends two members to petrli: ment; d ſtant 
from Londen 85 comfuted, and 105 mea- 
ſured miles. 

GRA'VESEND (S.) in Kert, is 2 corporation, 
governed by a mayor, jurats, &c, It is ſitu- 
ate upon the river Thames ; here is ſeated one 
of the block- houſes for the ſecuring of the 
paſſage of the Thames up to London; this be- 
ing the common landing p'ace for all ſtrangers 
ard ſeamen, occaſions a great reſort of all 
ſorts of people, for whoſe convenience there 
are weekly two large markets well ſtored 
with all forts of proviſions; here all out- 
ward bound ſhips muſt ſtop, and come to an 
anchor, when a ſearcher of the cuſtoms 
comes on board, looks after the ſeveral co- 
quets, which contain the entiies of the ſeveral 
parts of the cargo, if of divers forts, and 
this is called clearing. In 1727 the church, 
and greateſt part of this town, was by a 
dreadſul fire burnt down, which is not yet 
quite rebuilt ; by act of parliament made in 
1736, it is ordered, that no greater number 
of paſſengers ſhall be taken into the tilt · boat 
than 40, and in the wherries 10, &c. d ſtant 
from Lenden 20 computed, ard 22 mealured 
miles. 

CREE'NWICH (S.) a market- town of Black-

frequented by gentry ; it was formerly the 
court and birth pl.ce of ſeveral kings and 
queens of England ; the park and hoſpital for 


ſcamen are two extraoidinary things in their 
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kind, both for beauty and convenience ; the 
kings of England have neglected their court 
there for a long time paſt, 
GRI'MSBY (S.) in Lincolnſhire, ſeated about 
half a mile from the Humber, is a borough- 
town, that ſends two members to parliament ; 
governed by a mayor, 12 aldermen, bailift, 
Sc. the mayor keeps his court weekly on 
Tueſday, and the bailiffs theirs on Friday ; 
its church is as large as moſt cathedrals; its 
Houſes are well built, of which there are ſe- 
veral ftreets ; it is a port-town, but the har- 
bonr is but indifferent; 124 computed, and 
158 meaſured miles diſtant from London. 
GUILDFORD (S.) in Surrey, by ſome called 
the county town, upon account of the aſſizes 
being often held here, and the election for 
parliament-men always; though it has nei- 
ther the county goal, nor the aſſizes always 
held here. It is ſeated on the decline of an 
hill, and has the river ey navigable quite 
up to it, which renders its trade conſiderable 
for timber, Sc. A ſmall woollen manufac- 
ture is ſtill carried on here; it is a borough- 
town, that ſends two members to parliament, 
governed by a mayor, &c, It it a large, 
handſome, neat, wel!-built town, with three 
handſome churches ; it hath a good market 
weekly on Saturdays; diſtant from London 25 
computed, and 30 meaſured miles, 
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A*DLEY (S.) in Suffolk, is a large town- 

corporate, governed by a mayor, alder- 
men, common-council, Sc. It hath two 
markets weekly, %. a large one on Mon- 
day for all forts of proviſions, eſpecially meat, 
and a ſmaller on Saturday. It has a large, 
tandſume church, a good manufacture of

dencies, is hardly to be matched in England,

The whole is but one pariſh, though above

of which are parochial, 16 meeting- houſes of 
different opinions, beſides Quakers, who are 
very numerous in theſe parts: And as this 
town, and all the adjacent parts have prodigi- 
ous quantities of kerſeys, ſhalloons, cloths, 
Sc. continually on the tenters, therefore to 
prevent their being ſtole, at their firſt incor- 
poration they were empowered to puniſh capi- 
tally any criminal convicted of ſtealing up- 
wards of thirteen-pence half-penny in value, 
by a peculiar engine, which beheaded them 
in a moment; but king James I. in the year 
1620, took it away, and they are now under 
the ordinary courſe of juſtice ; there is week- 
ly a very great market on Thurſday, for corn 
and freſh proviſions; and in the months of 
September and October they are prodigiouſly 
thronged from all the neighbouring villages, 
thoſe being the times when the clothiers buy 
oxen, Sc. to kill and falt up, ſmoke and dry, 
for the ſtanding proviſion of the whole year ; 
it is diſtant from Londm 140 computed, and 
174 meaſured miles, 

HA'LLATON (S.) in Lerceſſerſpire, a poor 
town, in a rich ſoil, has a ſmall market 
weekly on Thurſday ; diſtant from Lenden 
68 computed, and 80 meaſured miles. 

HA'LSTEAD (S.) a good town in Ee 
whole market is weekly on Friday; diitan' 
from Landen 39 computed, and 45 mealure! 
miles. 

HA*'MPSHIRE or HA'NTSHIRE (S.) ſome- 
times called the county of Southampton, is one 
of the maritime counties of England, bor- 
dering ſouthward on the Brrti/þ chanel, eaſt 
upon Surrey and Suſſex, weſt on HYiltſhire and 
Dorſetſhtre, and north on Berkſhire ; in length 
from Blackwater north, to Baſcambò ſouth, 
about 54 miles; and from Petersfield eaſt, t. 
Ti:avorth weſt, about 30 miles; in compa!: 
about 1 50 miles. The air is temperate in 
reſpect to cold, but thickiſh, occaſioned by 
the ſea, and many rivers that border on, and 
run through it, which repay the inhabitants 
for this infelicity with great abundance and 
variety of curious fiſh ; the ſoil is rich, both 
for corn and cattle, pleaſant for paſtutage, 
plenteous in woods, and fruitful in all commo- 
d'ties, both for home and foreign conſump- 
tion, particularly wool and iron, and the! 
manufactuses. It is moſt advantagiouſly ſitu- 
ated for trade, having ſeveral excellent have: 
to receive and fend out ſhips of great burden, 
as Portſmouth, Tichfie'd, Hamble, Scutbanf- 
ten, &c, alſo many creeks that empty them” 
ſelves into the ſea, and the whole co24 guard- 
ed by ſtiong caſtles, block houſes, &c. 1 
contains one city, 20 market-towns, 253 
pariſhes, 19 hundreds, 9 foreſts, 29 parks, 
162,350 inhabitants, and ſends 26 mem bers 


to parliament. . 
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HAMPTON-COU'RT (S.) in Middleſex, 2 


very magnificent ſtructure, pleaſantly ſeated 
between two parks well ſtored with game, 
firſt built by cardinal Yolſey, who did not 
quite finiſh it; but when it came to the 
crown, Henry VIII. very much enlarged it; 
now it conſiſts of five large courts, ſet round 
with neat buildings, which by the improve- 


ments and additions made to it by king i- 


liam and queen Mary, render it extraordinary 
beautiful, and eſpecially the gardens ; diſtant 
from London about 12 miles. 


HA'RBOROUGH (S.) in Leicefterſhire, a good 


thorough-fare town, whoſe market is weekly 
on Tueſday ; diſtant from London 66 com- 
uted, and 84 meaſured miles, 


HA'RLEIGH (S.) in Mer ionethſpire, Neortb- 


Wales, a ſmall borough- town, ſeated on a 
rock on the ſea-ſhore, but the houſes are but 
mean, and the people few, though governed 
by a mayor, &c, Its market is weekly on 
Saturday; diſtant from London 16 1 computed, 
and 193 meaſured miles. 


HA'RLSTON (S.) in Neyo, 1 long, dirty 


town, whoſe market is weekly on Wedneſ- 
day; diſtant from London 82 computed, and 
5 meaſured miles, 


HA'RTFORD or HE'RTFORD (S.) the 


ſhire-town of Hartford/hire, is a corporation- 
town, whoſe market weekly on Saturday is 
well ſtored with corn, and all forts of provi- 
fions. It is built in the form of a V, with 
a caſtle in the middle of the two horns: It 
contains ſeveral ftreets and lanes, well filled 
with handſome new- built houſes ; it is plea- 
fant'y ſituated in a ſweet and wholeſome air, 
in a dry vale. Many charters have from time 
to time been granted to this corporation, ill 
increaſing their privileges; but the laſt grant- 
ed by king James I. anno 1605, grants them 
to be a free barough, and incorporates them 
by the name of the mayor, burgeſie*, and 
commonalty of the borough of Hartford, and 
by that name to have perpetual ſucceſſion, &c, 
that 10 chief burgeſſes, and 16 aſſiſtants, 
ſhould attend the mayor upon publick buſi- 
neſs, Sc. It ſends two members to parlia- 
ment, which uſed to be choſe by the mayor 
and burgeſſes only; but 15 Charles II. all 
the inhabitants who were houſe- keepers were 
allowed to vote, and ſo continue to this day ; 
it bath always a nobleman for its high-ſtew- 
ard ; it is diſtant from London 20 computed, 
and 23 meaſured miles. 


HA'RTFORDSHIRE or HE'RTFORD- 


SHIRE (S.) is an inland county, bordering 
eaſt upon Eſſex, ſouth on Middleſex, weſt on 
Buckinghamſhire and Bedfordſhire, and north 
on Cambridgeſhire ; its form is nearly circu- 
lar ; it is in circumference about 130 miles, 
and from Royſton north, to Totteridge ſouth, 
about 27 miles, and from Putnam in its weſt 
part, to Cheſton-Nunnery eaſtward, about 28 
miles. Its air is temperate, ſweet, and health- 


ful ; ity foil rich and plenteous, yielding abun- | 
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dance of corn, cattle, wood and graſs, des- 
cient in nothing that yields either profit or 
pleaſure for life, It contains $ hundreds, 18 
market-towns, 120 pariſhes, and ſends 6 
members to parliament, 

HA'RTLAND (S.) in Devenſbire, a ſmall 
town, whoſe market is weekly on Saturday; 
diftant from Lenden 1951 computed, and 197 
meaſured miles, 

HARTLEPOO'LE (S.) in Durham, is encom- 
paſſed on all fides, but the weſt, by the ſea ; 
its market is weekly on Monday : It is prin- 
cipally noted now for its ſafe harbour, where 
the colliers going to and from Netwca/Hle put 
in: It is an ancient corporation, governed by 
a mayor, his brethren, and ſubordinate offi - 
cers ; diſtant from London 187 computed, and 
236 meaſured miles. 

HA*'RWICH (S.) in E/ex, ſeated near the 
mouth of the Stour, is a moſt noble harbour 
and fine ſea- port, and though it is not a large 
town, yet it is well peopled, and fortified both 
by nature and art, towards the ſea, by 
which, and the river, about is encom- 
paſſed : It is walled in, and the fireets in ge- 
neral are paved with a fort of petrify'd clay; 
one thing remarkable is, that though the en- 
trance into the ſea is very wide, being be- 
tween two and three miles over at high wa- 
ter, yet the chanel where the ſhips muſt 
keep, and come to the harbour, is deep and 
narrow, on which ſide there is a very ſtrong 
fort, well planted with guns, ſo that no ſhip 
can go in and out, but muſt always be with- 
in gun-ſhot ; the packet-boat goes out and 
comes in from Helland, &c. It is governed 
by a mayor, annually choſen ont of $ alder- 
men, who with 24 capital burgeſſes conſti- 
tute the corporation; its market is weekly on 
Tueſday ; diſtant from Lenden 61 computed, 
and 71 meaſured miles. 

HA'SLEMERE (S. ) a borough-town in Sur- 
rey, whoſe market is weekly on Tueſday. It 
ſends two members to parliament ; and tho 
it has but one church, yet it is reported to 
have no diſſenter of any kind live in it; diſ- 
tant from Londen 36 computed, and 41 mea- 
ſured miles. 

HA'SLINGDEN (S.) a ſmall town in Lan- 
caſpire, whoſe market is weekly on Wedneſ- 
day ; diſtant from London 150 computed, and 
179 meaſured miles. 

HA'STINGS (S.) an ancient town- corporate 
in Suſſeæ, and one of the Cingue ports, ſeated 
between a high cliff ſeawards, and a high 
hill landwards ; hath two ftreets, in each ot 
which there is a pariſh-church ; it ſends two 
members to parliament, and has two mar- 
kets weekly, v. on Wedneſday and Satur- 
day. This town has ſeveral good houſes in 
it, but its harbour, which was formerly fa- 
mous, is now a poor road for ſmall veſſeis, 
having been ruined by violent ſtorms ; diſtant 
from Lenden 54 computed, and 62 meaſured 
miles, 

HATFIELD 
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HA'TFIELD, HA'TFIELD REGIS, or 
KING'S HA'TFIELD (S.) in E/ex, ſome- 
times called Hatfield brcad-oak, a pretty good 
town, with a ſmall! market weekly on Sa- 
turday ; diſtant rom London 25 computed, and 
28 meaſured mil-s, | 

HA'TFIELD (S.) in Hertfordfhire, a good 
town, whoſe market is weekly on Thurſday ; 
diſtant from London 17 computed, and 20 
meaſured mi'es, 

HA'THERLEGH or HA'THERLY (S.) in 
Dewonſhire, a ſmall town, whole market is 
weekly on Tueſday ; diſtant from London 160 
computed, and 194 meaſured miles. 

HA'VERFORD or HA'VERFORD-WEST 
(S.) in Pembrokeſhire, Soutb-Males, a borough- 
town, and county of itſelf, which ſends one 
member to parliament, is commodiouſ]y ſeat- 
ed on the fide of a hill, and on a creek of 
Milferd- Hawen, over which it hath a fine | 
ſtone bridge, It is a good town, ftrong, 
well- built, clean and populous ; contains three 
pariſh-churches, has a good trade, and many 
veſſels belonging to it; the aſſizes are held, 
and the county goal kept here; has two mar- 
kets weekly, wiz, on Tueſday and Saturday, 
which are very great, both for cattle and 
proviſions; it is governed by a mayor, ſhe- 
riff, common- council, and juſtices of the 
peace: It enjoys ſeveral immunities, and has 
many gentlemens ſeats in and near it; diſtant 
from Londen 195 computed, and 254 mea- 
fured miles, 

HAW'KSHEAD (S.) a ſmall town in Lan- 
caſhire, whoſe market is weekly on Monday; 
diftant from Londen 202 computed, and 265 
meaſured miles. 

HAY (S.) in Brecinachſlire, Scuth-Males, a good 
town, ſeated between two rivers, having a 
great market weekly on Monday; diſtant 
from Lenden 116 computed, and 135 mea- 
ſured miles. 

HAY LSHAM (S.) in Suſſex, a ſmall town, 
whoſe market is weekly on Saturday; diſtant 
from Londen 46 computed, and 53 meaſured 
miles 

HEA'DON (S.) an ancient borovgh-town in 
the Eaſt Riding of N, hire. a handſome, 
well-built town, with a ſmall haven from 
the ſea, which increaſes continually ; go- 
verned by a mayor, Cc. but now by reaſon 
of the ſea's encrozching upon it, it is grown 
mean; its market is weekly on Saturd y; 
diſtant frem Londen 141 computed, and 172 
meaſured miles. 

HE'LMESLEY (S.) in the Nertb Riding of 

Yorkſhire, a town tolerably built with ſtone 
and ſlate houſes, whcſe merket is weekly on 
Saturday; diſtant from Landen 166 computed, 
and 197 meaſured miles. 

HE LMSTON or BRI'GHT-HEITMSTON 
(S.) in Suſſex, a large, but ill- built town, 
with an indifferent hai bour, very populcus, 
eſpecially of fiſhermen ; its market is weekly 
on Thurſday ; diſtant from Ionen 44 com:

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HE'LSTON (S.) in C:rmwall, a good borongh- 
town, whoſe market is weekly on Saturzay ; 
It is well ſeated upon the little river Cober, is 
one of the five coinage-towns for tin, and has 
a tolerab'e harbour for ſhips a little below it, 
where the tin-ſhips load: It is large and 
populous, and drives a conſiderable trafe ; has 
four large ſtreets, and a handſome church; 
is governed by a mayor, aldermen, &c. ard 
ſends two members to parliament ; diſtant 
from Londn 226 computed, and 294 mea- 
ſured miles, 

HEMPSTEAD (S.) in Hertfordſhire, a town- 
corporate, by the name of the bailiff and in- 
habitants, Cc. it has a great market week iy 
on Thurſday, of corn, and all forts of provi- 
viſions ; diflant from London about 23 miles. 

HE'NLEY (S.) in Oxfordſhire, commonly calle 
Henley upon Thames, is the moR noted town 
in the whole county : It is a Jarge corporation- 
town, governed by a warden, burgeſles, and 
inferior officers; its market is weekly on 
Thurſday, which is very great for timber and 
all ſorts of grain, eſpecial y malt; the inha- 
bitants are generally meal-men, maltſter;, 
and bargemen, who carry corn and wood te 
London; the bridge here over the river wa:

of wood; diſtant from Lond;n 29 computed, 
and 35 meaſured miles. 

HE'NLEY (S.) in Warwickfoire, a ſmall town, 
that has a mean market weekly on Monday;

carries on a great traffick for gloves, aud 
other leathern wares ; but as this is but 3 
poor buſineſs, the corporation dwindles, and 
the city is but thinly inhabited, though the 
aſſizes, quarter and petty ſeſſions, and moſt 
publick meetings, are held here: It ſen 
two members to parlament, and is 101 com- 
puted, and 131 meaſured miles diſtant from 
London. 
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HEREFORDSHIRE (S.) before the con- 


queſt, was reckoned a part of Wales, but 


now, and for many ages paſt, one of the 
counties of England ; this county boaſts, that 
it exceeds in wood, wheat, wool, and water, 
to which they add various forts of the fruit 
ca'led apples, from which is made excellent 
cyder in very great quantities ; it is an inland

made more than a thouſad years :. It ſends

towns, 176 pariſhes, 11 hundreds, about 
15,000 houſes, and 90, ooo inhabitants, and 
is 102 miles in circumference, being nearly 
circular. Formerly, as this county was a 
frontier between England and Wales, it was 
defended by 23 ftrong caſtles, to defend it 
from the Welſb invaſions, but they are now 
moſt of them demoliſhed. 

HE'RLING (S.) in Norfo/k, is but a ſmall 
town, but has weekly a gocd market on 
Tueſday, chiefly for linen yarn and linen 
cloth; 75 computed, and 88 meaſured miles 
diſtant from London. 

HE'XHAM (S.) in Northumberland, formerly 
of great fame and beauty ; and the ground, 

for a conſiderable diſtance round it, was called 
Hexbamphire ; it is at preſent à good bailiwick 
town, on the river Tyne ; a little above this 
town, ſouth and north Lyne meet, and with 
a full ſtream in one channel empties itſelf into

HIYGHWORTH (S.) in Viliſbire, fo called 
from its Gtuation on an hill in the fartheſt | 
corner of the county north, has a good mar- 
ket weekly on Wedneſday, for cattle, as well 
as proviſions ; diſtant from Londen 60 com- 
puted, and 69 meaſured miles. 

HI'NDON (S.) in Filtfsire, a ſmall borough 
town that ſends two members to parliament, 
and hoſe market is weekly on Thurſoay;

credulity Hill remain there, as crutches, Cc. 

Over the head of this ſpring or well is a cu- 

rious chapel, built of free-Nane, and in the 

chancel, on the glaſs wi. dow, is lively pour- 
trayed the whole hiſtory of St. Winnifred, 
and how her head wag ſet on again by 

St. Bruno, In the well grows a ſort of moſs, 

exce:ding ſweet to the taſte, and plzaſant ta 
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Hair: The ſtream of this well is continual, F 
and ſo ſtrong, as to form a ſmall river, that 
drives a large mill ; the country people are ſo 
ſtrongly tinged with this legend, that though 
moſt of them are Proteſtants, yet they ge- 


nerally believe this ſtory to be true, with a-| 


bundance more added to it, 

HO'NITON (S.) in Devonſhire, a large tho- 
rough · fare tow from eaſt to weſt, which 
makes it well known; it is à borough-town, 
that ſends two members to parliament ; its 
market was formerly on Sunday, but changed 
to Friday by king Jobn, which ſtill remains; 
here is carried on a conſiderable manufacture 
of white thread; diſtant from London 126 
computed, and 156 meaſured miles.

the road, and as much from north to ſouth ; 
it has a good bridge over the river G:ffer,

LEICESTER (S.) the chief town in Leicefter- 


Fire, was anciently a large and populous city, 
ſaid to have been firſt built by king Lear, 
840 years before Chriſt : Its preſent ſituation 
is on the river Sor; the principal employ 0! 
the people here, and in the neighbouring 
towns, is ſtocking-weaving : It was formerly 
a biſhop's ſee, but now belongs to the biſhop 
of Lincoln ; it is a borough and corporation- 
town, governed by a mayor, recorder, 24 
aldermen, 48 common-council-men, and two 
chamberlains: It is plentifully furniſhed with 
proviſions, having three markets weekly, 
wiz. on Wedneſday, Friday and Saturday ; !t 
was walled in formerly, but in the civil wars 
the walls were in a great meaſure demoliſhed, 
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gre ſeveral gates yet ſtandng: The caſtle is | 


fo far diſmantled, as to be unfit for war-like 
defence, yet it is uſed to hold the aſſizes in 
twice a year: It is divided into five pariſhes, 
each of which has a church ; it ſends two 
members to parliameat ; diſtant from London 
78 computed, and 99 meaſured miles. 


LEICESTERSHIRE (S.) is an inland county, 


bounded on the north with Nortinghamhire, 
eaſt with Lincolnſhire and Rutlandſbire, ſouth 
with Northamptonſhire, and weſt with War- 
wickſhire : It is a champain country, abound 
ing with corn, but ſpare of woods, eſpecially 
in the ſouth and eaſt parts, which are fully 
ſupplied with excellent pit- coals ; particularly

inhabited; the air is gentle, mild, and tem-

(S.) in Bedſerdſbire, a pretty large town, 
that has a good market weekly on Tueſday ;

LE'MINGTON or LY'MINGTON (s.) in 


Hampſhire, is a ſmall, but populous ſea-port 
town, ſtanding upon an hill oppoſite to the 
Tile of Wight, in the narrow part of the 
ſtreight called the Needles; here is made ex- 
cellent ſalt, which ſupplies, in a great mea 
ſure, the ſouthern parts of England: It is a 
borough-town, governed by a mayor, alder- 
men, and burgeſſes, and ſends two members 
to parliament; its market is weekly on Sa- 
turday, Here is a good port and key, with 
officers to manage the cuſtoms ; here are 
many ſhip-builders, eſpecially for the mer- 
chants ſervice ; diftant from London 72 com- 
puted, and 85 meaſured miles. 


LE'MSTER or LEO'MINSTER (S.) in Here 


fordſpire, is handſomely built, and well in- 
habited; the church is large and beautiful; 
this town is noted for the beſt wheat, bread, 
and wool in England; the river Lugg runs 
through it, over which are ſeveral bridges: 
It ſends two members to parliament ; it is a 
great thorough-fare between Lend and M ales; 
it is a borough-town, governed by a bailiff, 
Juſtices of the peace, and 12 capital burgeiles ; 
diſtant from London 104 computed, and 136 
meaſured miles, 


LE'NHAM (S.) in X, a ſmall town, whoſe 


market is weekly on Tueſday ; diſtant from 
London 40 computed, and 48 meaſured miles. 


LE'SKARD (S.) in Corrwal!, a town finely 


ſeated on an hill, and ſurrounded with woods 
and commons, which feed abundance of ſheep, 
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Sc. famous for a caſtle, and a great markez 
weekly on Saturdays, whoſe chief commodi- 
ties are leathern wares, ſuch as boots, ſhoes 
Sc, with which it ſerves the neighbouring 
countries; this town was incorporated the 6th 
of July 1580, by queen F/izabeth, who ap- 
pointed a mayor and burgeſſes, &c, it ſends 
two members to parliament, who are elected 
by nine capital burgeſſes, of whom one is 
always mayor, and the 15 aſſiſtants, with 
other free · men: It is a large, populous town, 
whoſe houſes are handſomely built, and ſtreets 
well paved, and has a very large church: It 
is one Of the five ſtanniary or cy'nage towns 
for the blocks of tin; diſtant from Londen 
130 computed, and 230 meaſured miles, 


LE'STOFF, LEO'STOFF, or LE'STOCK 


(S.) in S»folk, a little narrow town, which 
ſtands ſo near the fea, that it ſeems to hang 
over it; it has a market weekly on Wedneſ- 
day: The chief buſineſs of the inhabitants of 
this town is fiſhing for cod in the north ſea, 
and at home for herrings, mackrel, and ſprats ; 
diſtant from Lenden 94 computed, and 113 
meaſured miles. 


LESTWI'THIEL (S.) in C:r72vall, was ori- 


ginally built upon a hill, where an old caftle 
ſtill remains; but it is now ſituate in a vale : 
It was formerly a place of good trade, but 
now much decayed, by reaſon of the river 
Forvey's being ſo filled up with fand, as to be- 
come unnavigable; anciently it was the county- 
town, and the dukes of Cornwall had their 
reſidence here; and it is yet a market and 
borough-town, where the county court is u- 
ſually kept, and the knights of the ſkire are 
here choſen, and alſo the county weights and 
meaſures are kept here, and the lord warden 
of the ſtanniaries hath his court, priſon, and 
office of coinage : It ſends two members to 
parliament, who are choſen by the 7 burgeſſes 
and their 17 aſſiſtants; diſtant from London 
158 computed, and 240 meaſured miles, 


LE'VERPOOLE, commonly called LVR- 


POOLE (S.) in Lancaſhire, of late years is 
grown very great and populous, and by reaſon 
of the great increaſe of trade is one of the 
moſt flouriſhing ſea-ports of England, being 
much frequented by paſſengers to Ireland, &c. 
ſo that within theſe 30 years has been bullt 
two new churches, beſides meeting - houſes, 
a fine town- houſe ſet on arches of hewn 
ſtone, with a publick exchange for mer- 
chants underneath it; the harbour is defend- 
ed on the ſouth-ſide by a caſtle, and on the 
weſt- ſide by a tower on the river Merſey ; the 
cuſtoms are ſo much increaſed, that there is 
a collector, comptroller, and cuſtomer, be- 
ſides ſearchers, waiters, &c. for the manage- 
ment thereof: It is a corporation, governed 
by a mayor and aldermen ; the freemen of 
this town are alſo free of Br:/tol in England, 
and Waterford and Wexford in Ireland ; the 
market is weekly on Saturday; they ſerd 
two members to parliament ; diſtant from 
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Londen 150 computed, and 183 meafured 


miles. 


LEWES (s.) in Suſſeæ, a fine, pleafant, well- | 


built town, in and about which are abun- 
dance of noblemen and gentlemens ſeats ; has 
Gx pariſhes and churches ; it is a borough- 
town, and ſends two members to parliament ; 
is not under the direction of a corporation, 
but is governed by the gentlemen of the 
town ; the ſtreets are handſome, and it has 
two large, fair ſuburbs adjoining to it; the 
market is kept weekly on Saturday; diſtant 
from London 40 computed, and 50 meaſured 
miles, 

LYDBURY (S.) in Herefordſbrre, a fine, well- 
built town, chiefly inhabited by clothiers ; it 
has weekly a good market on Tueſday ; dif- 
tant from London 90 computed, and 118 
meaſured miles. 

LIDD (S.) in Kent, a ſmall town, whoſe mar- 
ket is weekly on Thurſday ; diſtant from 
London 63 computed, and 75 meaſured miles, 

LYNCOLN (S.) the metropolis of Lincolnſpire, 
is a city and biſhop's ſee, very large, and 
much reſorted to, built on the fide of a noted 
Hill, where the Wytbam winds about towards 
the eaſt, and being divided into three chan- 
nels, watereth the lower part of it, and 

- ſometimes flows into the ſtreets in the upper 
part, which lies upon the aſcent of a hill, 
upon the top of which ſtands the cathedral 
(which is a very fine ſtructure) ſurrounded 
with the houſes of the prebendaries and gen- 
tlemens ſeats; the ſteepeſt part of the aſcent 
of the hill is the beſt part of the city for 
trade and bufineſs ; the communication be- 
tween the upper and lower town is extreamly 
troubleſome, the ſtreet being ſo very ſteep 
and ſtrait, that coaches, &c. are obliged to 
fetch a large compaſs another way; on both 
ſides in the lower part the river is arched 
over, ſo that nothing is ſeen of it in the 
main ſtreet, but it makes a large lake on 
the weſt- ſide, and has a canal called the Feſi- 
Dike, by which it has a communication with 
the Trent, which renders the navigation of 
that river uſeful to this city; there are 13 
churches in it; it is governed by a mayor, 
a'dermen, &c. and ſends two members to 
pariiament ; diſtant from London 102 com- 
puted, and 128 meaſured miles. 

LINCOLNSHIRE (S.) is bounded on the 
north with the Humber, on the eaſt with the 
German ocean, on the ſouth with the river 
Nyne, and on the weſt with the rivers Dun 
and Trent, ſo that it may paſs for an iſland ; 
the length north and ſouth, from Barton to 
Stanford 55 miles, and the breadth eaſt and 
weſt, from Newton to Winthorp 35 miles, 
the circumference about 180 miles ; the air 
in the ſouth and eaſt parts is thick and foggy, 
occaſioned by the great fens, yet being gently 

diſpers'd by conftant breezes from the ſea, is 
wholeſome ; the foil in the north and weſt 
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rich, yielding both fine corn and good paſtures 
and meadows z but the ſouth and eaſt party 
are brackiſh, and ſo barren of corn, but pro- 
duce much greater plenty of wild-fowl and 
fiſh than any other parts of the kingdom ; 
it contains 30 wapentakes or hundreds, one 
city, 630 pariſhes, 49 market-towns, 40,609 
houſes, 243, 600 inhabitants, and ſends 12 
members to parliament. 
 LYNTON (S.) in Cambridgeſpire, hath a ſmall 
| market weekly on Thurſday ; diſtant from 
London 39 computed, and 46 meaſured mile: 
LI'STON (S.) in Dewnfpire, a ſmall town, 
| with a weekly market on Saturday; diflant 
from London 172 computed, and 204 mea- 
ſured miles. 
LITCHFIELD (S.) in Staffordſhire, is 2 
| pretty large city, which is well-built, and 
looks both fine and neat ; it ſands low, and 
the country about it is both pleaſant and 
fruitful; on the ſouth-weſt riſeth a ſmall 
brooke, which paſſing through it divides it 
into nearly two equal parts, the one called the 
city, the other the cloſe ; over this brook 
there are two bridges, though the water is 
but ſhallow, and by the ſlowneſs of its mo- 
tion looks like a ſtanding pool; in the city, 
which is divided into ſeveral ftreets, beſides 
many good houſes, is the goal for felony, 
market-place, a fine ſchool, and a very hand- 
ſome, well-endowed hoſpital; in the cloſe, 
there are ſeveral gentlemens ſeats, the cathe- 
dral, which is very magnificent, and the 
ſtreets well-paved, and kept very clean; it i 
incorporated, under the name of two bailiffy 
and 24 burgeſſes, a recorder, who is judge 
upon occaſions, a ſheriff, &c. There are 
weekly two large markets, which are plenti- 
fully ſupplied with corn, and all other provi- 
fions; it is a county of itſelf, whoſe extent 
is 10 or 12 miles in circumference, which 
by the ſheriff, Ce. is yearly furveyed on the 
th of September; it ſends two members to 
parliament, and is diſtant from Londen 94 
computed, and 114 meaſured miles. 
LO'NDON (S.) the principal or chief city of 
the Britiſh erapire, and is one of the largeſt, 
richeſt, and moſt populous cities in the world, 
and at this time the adjacent parts not on) 
of its own immediate ſuburbs, but We/frr/- 
ter, &c. are vulgarly called by the fame 
name; it is a prodigy of ſtreets and buildings, 
filled with the palaces of its kings, queens, 
inces, and noblemen, as well as the great 
— of the gentry, and common ones of 
its tradeſmen, together with a great numbet 
of magnificent churches, and publick halls 
and offices; it is ſaid to be originally built 
1107 years before the birth of Chriſt, and 
350 before Rome; in the time of the Bi. 
tains, it was always the chief city of the 
Trinobantes, and the royal ſeat of their kings; 
under the Romans, it was governed by a pre- 
fect, like Rome itſelf, who was ſent yearly 
by the ſenate to adminiſter juſtice to the in- 
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Mbitants 3 in after times it was under divet ſe 
forts of laws, and its chief civil magiſtrate at 
firſt was called a port-reeve, which by king 
Rickard I. was changed into a bailiff, and by 
king Jobn into lord mayor, as it ſtill re- 
main; Henry III. ordered not only the 
mayor and ſheriffs to be choſen yearly, but 
alſo certain perſons to aſſiſt him, who were 
called aldermen, were to be annually elected; 
but this proving inconvenient, in a few years 
after, the ſaid king made the office of alder- 
man to be perpetual during lite; anno 1224, 
he granted to the commonalty of the city of 
London, to have a common ſeal; in 1226 he 
further granted the citizens the liberty of 
free warren, and that they ſhould paſs toll- 
free throughout Enpland ; king Edward l. 
ordered, that the mayor ſhuuld be apparalled 
like the aldermen; theſe, with many other 
great privileges, were granted them by ſun- 
dry other kings, which they enjoyed till the 
year 1683, when by a u warranto they 
were deprived of them all, and ſo remained 
till Chri/ftmas 1688, when the lord chan- 
cellor Zefferies brought them their charter 
again; but Jeſt this reſtitution ſhould be de- 
fective, they procured an act of parliament 
2 William and Mary, which revers'd the 
ſaid judgment, made their ſeveral acts valid, 
&c. ſo that now the civil government there- 
of is by the chief magiſtrate, called the lord 
mayor, who fits every morning in the houſe 
or place where he keeps his mayoralty, to 
hear the complaints of, and do juſtice to the 
citizens. and once in a month or fix weeks 
as chief judge of oyer and terminer, or gaol- 
delivery of Nezwgate, both for the city of 
and county of Middleſex ; his ordi- 

nary juriſdiftion extends all over the city, 
and part of the ſuburbs, and on the river 
Thames eaſtward to Yendale and the mouth 
of the river Medway, and weſtward as far as 
Colney- Ditch, above Stanes- Bridge; the alder- 
men, who are 26 in number, have each 
his particular ward or diſtrict particularly 
to attend, and each of theſe have their de- 
puty or deputies under them, and ſuch of 
them as have been mayors, and the three 
next below the chair, are juſtices of the 
peace by their charter; the lord mayor is 
annually choſen on Michaelmas-Day, and 
ſworn the 28th of Oober following at Guild- 
Hall, and the 29th before the barons of the 
Exchequer at Weſtminſter ; but if the perſon 
thus x ut (who is commonly the alderman 
next below the chair) refuſe to act, the citi- 
zens may fine him at pleaſure, unleſs he 
can ſhew a ſufficient reaſon. When an alder- 
man is to be choſen, the mayor calls a ward- 
mote within that ward, who retutn two 
perſons to the lord mayor and court of alder- 
men, who chuſe one of them, and if the 
ſon, fo choſe, refuſe to hold the office, he 
liable to be fined 00 J. The ſheriffs, who 
are two, are choſen by the livery-men at 


Guild: Hell on Midſummer- Day, but they are 
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ndt ſworn in till Micbaelmat- Eve following, 
when each of them give bond to ſerve the 
corporation faithfully ; he that refuſes to-ſerve 
after being thus choſe, muſt either ſwear him 
ſelf not worth 15,0001. or be fined 400l. and 
20 marks, of which the 400l. is paid into the 
common fund of the city, and the 20 marks 
to the officers of the ſeveral priſons ; the ſhe- 
riffs, by a grant of king Edward IV, dated 
1473, are to have 16 ſerjeants, and each ſer - 
jeant his yeoman ; alſo a ſecondary, fix clerks; 
a Clerk of the papers, four under clerks, and 
two under ſheriffs. There are 71 companies 
of different trades, 12 of which are the chief, 
viz, 1. Mercers ; 2, Grocers; 3. Draper: 3 
4. Fiſhmmgers ; 5. Goldſmiths ; 6. Skinners 3 
7. Mercbant-Taylors; 8. Halerdaſbert; 9 
Salters; 10. Tronmongert; 1 f. Vintnert; 12. 
Clotbevorters; and if the mayor is not a mem- 
ber of one of theſe, he muſt be transferred 
from that of which he before was free, to 
one of theſe 12; each ward annually on 

ecember 21, chuſes a certain number of 
the moſt noted inhabitants, who are called 
common-council-men, who have a ſhare in 
the government of the city ; it is now a bi- 
ſhop's ſee, who was formerly an archbiſhop ; 
it is ſituate upon a riſing bank, along the 
fide of the river Thames, which is one of the 
moſt noted in the whole world, eſpecially for 
its eaſy navigation, wholeſome water, and 
great number of ſhips conſtantly coming in 
and going out, with all ſorts of merchandize, to 
all parts of the world ; it was for many hun- 
dred years ſurrounded with ftrong walls, the 
remainder of which are ill viſible, but much 
neglected, and in moſt places intirely eraſed, 
though the ſeveral gates ate ſtill kept up with 
much magnificence, two of which are publick_ 
priſons, wiz, Newgate and Ludgate, And 
thit nothing may be wanting to render this 
metropolis compleat in every reſpect, there 
are a great number of other priſons, beſides 
the two above, in and near it, each of which 
have their peculiat privileges; the publiclæ 
markets, which are many, are conſtantly 
and daily ſupplied with all ſorts of proviſions, 
both within the immediate diſtricts of the 
city, and the adj1cent ſuburbs 3 for though

diſtant from Lenden 175 computed, and 209 
meaſured miles, 

NEWPORT-PA'GNEL or NEWPORT- 
PA'NNEL (S.) in Buckingbamhire, is a 
Lrge, well built, populous town, ſeated on 
the river Ou, over which it has two large 
ſtone bridges; its market is weekly on Sa- 
turday ; the manufacture of bone-lace is vi- 
goroufly carried on here, and in the neigh- 
bouring villages; diſtant from London 44 
computed, and 54 meaſured miles, 

NEW'TON or NEW'TOWN (S.) in Mant- 
gemeryſbire, North-Wales, ſeated on the Se- 
vern, over which it has a good bridge; it has 
a tolerable market weekly on Saturday; diſ- 
tant from Londin 141 computed, and 187 
meaſured miles. 

NEW'TON- ABBOT (S.) a good town in De- 
vonſpire, whoſe market is weekly on Wed- 
neſday; diſtant from Lenden 152 computed, 
and 187 meaſured miles. | 

NEY'LAND (S.) in Suffolk, a large town in a 
bottom, with a handſome bridge over the 
Stcur ; the woollen manufacture flouriſhed 
here very much formerly, but now the prin- 
cipal trade is tays, ſays, Cc. its market is 
weekly on Friday; oiſtant from London 47 
computed, and 54 meaſured miles. 

NORFOLK (s.) is a maritime county, and an 
:Nand of an elliptical form, bounded on the 
north and eaſt by the German ocean, on the 
Youth by the rivers Maveney and the Leer 
Orofe, which parts it from Suffolk, on the 
weſt by the Greater Ozoſe, which parts it 
from part of Cambridgeſhire, and by the 
Neve, which parts it from part of Lincoln- 


. ries h ty large and populous county, 
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extending from Yarmurb to WV; fbich, ir. 
eaſt and weſt, 50 miles, and from north to 
fouth, wiz. from Thetford to Welli, about 
30 z and is 140 in circumference : It con- 
tains 31 hundreds, 32 market-towns, 713 
villages, 660 pariſhes, and about 47, 200 
houſes, in which are computed 283, 00 in- 
habitants; it ſends 12 members to parlia- 
ment: The air is of various temperature, 
according as the ſoil differs in the ſeveral parts 
of the county; in thoſe parts that are marſhy, 
boggy, and watry, it is aguiſh and unwhol- 
ſome ; but where it is ſandy or clayey, it is 
pleaſant and healthy, filled with fruitful paſ- 
tures and arable fields, fine ſeats and gardens ; 
the ſea-coaſt and rivers are well- ſtoclced with 
excellent fiſh of ſeveral forts; it hath many 
good harbours for ſhips, which occaſion much 
trade; the chief are Lynn, Tarnnuth, Wells, 
and Blakerey ; the inland parts abound with. 
pleaſant ſprings, and navigable rivers, eſpeci- 
ally the Owſe, 


NORTH-A'LLERTON (S.) in the North 


Riding of Yorkſhire, ſeated near the Swale ; 
it is a large borough-town, that returns two 
members to parliament, and hath a great 
market weekly on Wedneſday for horſes, 
corn, cattle, &c, diſtant from London 176 
computed, and 229 meaſured miles, 


NORTHAMPTON (S.) was formerly the 


chief town in Northamptonſhire, to which it 
gave name; but king Herry VIII. erecting 
Peterborcugb into a biſhop's ſee, and making 
it a city, gives that the preference: It is 
pleaſantly ſeated on the Nyne, over which 
are two handſome bridges; it is walled in, 
and on an eminence on the weſtern fide is 
the remains of a large caſtle, now gone to 
ruin: In the year 1675 it was almoſt totally 
deftroyed by fire; but was ſoon after rebuilt, 
much handſomer than before, being one of 
the beſt-built towns in this part of Enpland, 
conſiſting chiefly of four large and ſpacious 
ſtreets, which all meet at Al. Saints church, 
which is near the middle of the town: It 
has 4 churches, 2 hoſpitals, and a charity- 
ſchool ; the great church, the town-hall, or 
ſeſſions · houſe, the goal, and all the publick 
buildings far exceed any other country- town; 
it is a corporation, governed by a mayor, re- 
corder, 2 bailiffs, 4 aldermen, 48 common- 
council- men, a town clerk, Sc. it ſends 2 
members to parliament; it has three markets 
weekly on Wedneſday, Friday, and Saturday; 
diſtant from Londen 54 computed, and 67 
meaſured miles, 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE (S.) an inland 


county, ſituate almoſt in the middle of Eng- 
lard, of a very healthful air, and fat and 
rich ſoil, both for tillage and paſturage, yield- 
ing ſtore of grain, and feeding large numbers 
of ſheep, horſes, and cattle ; it has been ob- 
ſerved, there is leſs waſte ground in this, 
than in any other county in Enplond ; the 
county is populous j it is well watered with 
Ttvers 
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rivers and freſh ſtreams; and thengh but a 
ſmall county, yet is divided into 20 hundreds, 
which contain 11 market-towns, and 326 
pariſhes ; is about 120 miles in circumference, 
has about 24,300 houſes, many of which 
are noblemens and gentlemens ſeats, and 
149,000 inhabitants; it ſends 9 members to 
parliament, 

NO'RTHLECHE (S.) a ſmall town in Cu- 
ceſter ſhire, governed by a bailiff and two con- 
ſtables; the market is weekly on Wedneſ- 
day 3 the river Lecbe runs through it; diſtant 
from London 68 computed, and 80 meaſured 
miles. 

NORTHU”'MBERLAND (S.) a county of a 
ſharp and piercing air, much troubled with 
pinching froſts, boiſterous winds, and deep 
inows ; to remedy the inconveniences whereof, 
nature has furniſhed them with an inexhauſ- 
tible quantity of ſea-coals ; the ſoil in general 
is but ungrateful, being very rough, hilly, 
2nd hard to be manured, but beſt towards the 
ſea, having plenty of ſea · weed, which makes 
a good manure: It is a maritime northern 
county, bordering upon Scotland, of a trian- 
gular form, bounded on the ſouth with the 
wideſt part of the Tyne, on the eaſt fide by 
the German ocean, and on the weſt with part 
of Cumberland and the Taveed, which parts it 
from Scotland; it is a pretty large county, 
being about 155 miles in circumference, di- 
vided into 6 wardſhips, containing 46 pa- 
riſhes, 11 market-towns, 22,740 houſes, 
and about 135,000 inhabitants; it ſends 8 
members to parliament. 

NO'RTHWICH (S.) in Cheſhire, famous for 
making of fait, which is of a ſtronger na- 
ture, though not ſo white a colour, as the 
falt of the other Vicbes; it is a very ancient 
town, and has a market weekly on Friday; 
its being near the middle of the county, oc- 
caſions the juſtices and other gentlemen to 
meet here frequently, for the diſpatch of pub- 
lick buſineſs ; diſtant from London 132 com- 
puted, and 160 meaſured miles. 

NO'RWICH (S.) a biſhop's ſee, and a city and 
county of itſelf, the metropolis of the county 
of Norfolk, ſeated near the conflux of the 
Winſder and Yare ; it is a very ancient city, 
Gtuate towards the ſouth-eaſt part of the 
county, upon the fide of an hill, encom- 
paſſed by a deep ditch, and a flint- ſtone wall, 

miles in circumference, begun in 1294, and 
Zniſhed in 1309, but is now going faft to de- 
cay; it was at firſt beautified and defended by 
40 towers; it has 12 gates for entrance, and 
5 bridges over the Tare, which runs through 
the city ; it is computed at 8coo houſes, and 
50,000 inhabitants, out of whom is formed 
a regiment of ſoldiers, to be always ready for 
its defence; the river beigg navigable, there 
is a conſtant traffick between this city and 

Yarmouth, &c. Beſides the cathedral, which 
is a very fine building, the other churches and 
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chapels are about 32; the duke of Norfolt's |

and the biſhop's palaces ; the caſtle, built on 
an hgh hill in the midſt of the city, is fur 
rounded by a very deep ditch, over which is 
a ſtrong bridge, the arch whereof is of an 
extraordinary bigneſs ; this caſtle is now gone 
to decay, and uſed for the county goal; near 
it ſtands the ſhire- houſe, which is very hand- 
ſome ; the town-hall ſtands in the market 
place; the Gurld- Hall was formerly a mo- 
naſtery of Benedictine monks ; the Hrideaue! 
is built of flint-ſtone, ſquared, fo curiouſly 
wrought, that no mortar appears; the mar- 
ket-crols is a fine piazza, built very lofty of 
free-ſtone; the houſes, in general, are new 
built and handſome, which by the pleaſan- 
intermixture of trees and gardens, renders i 
exceeding agreeable: The corporation is go. 
verned by a mayor, recorder, ſteward, : 
ſheriffs, 24 aldermen, 60 common- council. 
town-clerk, and under cfficers ; the mayor is 
yearly elected by the freemen on May Day, 
out of the a'dermen, and ſworn in with great 
pomp and ſolemnity the 23d of June follow- 
ing ; the ſheriffs are alſo annually choſe the 
laſt Tueſday in Auguſt, one by the court of 
aldermen, the other by the freemen, and 
ſworn on Michaelmas-Day following: The 
inhabitants both of this place and the ne'gh- 
bouring parts, are almoſt all employed in 
. weaving, Cc. ftockings, bays, 
rges, ſhalloons, and other worſted ſtuffe; 
here are three markets kept weekly, on 
Wedneſdays, Fridays, and Saturdays, which 
laſt is exceeding large ; this place ſends two 
members to parliament ; diſtant from Lenden 
go computed, and 109 meaſured miles. 
NO'TTINGHAM (S.) the chief town of N:t- 
ting bamſbire, pleaſantly fituated upon the ſteep 
aſcent of a ſandy rock, and plentifully ſupplied 
with all the neceſlaries of life; the foreſt of 
Sber wood, which lies on the north fide of it, 
ſupplying the inhabitants with firing, and the 
river Trent with plenty of fiſh z on the weſt 
ſide ſtands a caſtle upon an exceeding high 
rock: This town was anciently of great 
note, and has gone through various different 
ſcenes, as the times happened, being by the 
revengeful diſpoſition of Robert earl of Ferrer: 
and Darby, burnt down, the inhabitants 
killed, and their goods divided among his ſol- 
ders; it is at preſent the county town, where 
the goal is, and where the aſſizes are held; 
contains 3 pariſhes, and has many ſtreets of 
good houſes ; it is a corporation, governed by 
a mayor, recorder, 6 aldermen, 2 coroners, 
2 ſheriffs, 2 chamberlains, a common-coun- 
cil, Sc. the Trent is made navigable up to the 
town, over which is a very large ſtone bridge, 
conſifling of 19 wide arches ; but the town 
does not carry on any extraordinary trade ; 1 
ſends 2 members to parliament, and has 3 
markets weekly, on Wedneſday, Friday anc 
Saturday; diſtant from Londen 97 computed, 
and 122 meaſured miles. 


NOTTINGHAMSHIRE (S.) is an inland 
county, 
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county, bounded on the north and north 
weſt by Yorkſhire, on the eatt by L incolnjiine, 
on the ſouth by Leiceſterſhire, and on the 
weſt by the river Eri, which parts it from 
Darlyſbire; its form is oval, and from F:- 
ningley in the north part, to Srearf rd in the 
ſouth, is about 38 miles; ard from Tewecrſall 
in the weſt, to Beſiboyp in the eaſt, is but a- 
bont 19 miles; the circumferer ce is comput- 
ed at 110 miles: The air is very pleaſant and 
wholſome, and the ſoil either ſandy or claycy, 
and very iruitful bath in corn and graſs; and 
beſides it is well furniſhed with water, wood, 
and canal coal; here is a fort of ſtone that 
grows in this county ſofter than alabaſter, 
but being burnt, makes a plaiſter exceeding 
hard, which is often uſed to floor their rooms 
with, and when ſpread and dry is as hard as 
any common ſtone, and looks as if the whole 
floor, though ever fo large, was one entire 
None, without any cracks, ſhakes, or joints ; 
it is divided into 8 hundreds, in which are

there is one pariſh-church ; in the cathedral 
is a memorandum of one 7cbn Scarlet, the 
ſexton, who buried Katharine, queen dowager 
of Henry VIII. and 50 years afterwards, Mary 
queen of Sccts, and is ſaid to have buried the 
whole pariſh twice over, dying at 95 years of 
age ; there is a handſome market · place, over

Yorkſhire, is a pretty good town, and the 
market well ſupplied with neceſſaries weekly 
on Monday; diſtant from Londin 150 com- 
puted, and 226 meaſured miles. 


PLUMOUTH (S.) in Devenſpire, ſituated upon 


the mouth of the Plim, between two large in- 
lets of the fea, in the bottom of a large bay, 
which is encompaſſed with hills, and the 
ſhore is ſteep and rocky, but the anchorage 
good; at the entrance is a large rock, which 
has been fatal to many ſhips; it is now 
grown very large and populous (tho' about two 
centuries ago it was only an inconfiderable 


village, inhabited only by fiſhermen) this was

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effected princ:vpally by the means of its com- 
mod:ous and {ite haven, which admits ſhips 
of the largeſt burden without ſtriking ſail;

The dock, which 
is near two miles off the citadel, which is 
made exceedingly cemmodious for building 
and repairing Jarge ſhips, and alſo exceeding 
pleaſant to look on, and walk in. 3. Two 
very fine and large churches, with good re- 
venues affixed to them. The government ot 
the corporation conſiſts of a mayor, 12 al- 
dermen, and 20 common-councii-men z they 
have alſo a recorder and town-clerk ; when a 
new mayor is to be choſe, the acting mayor, 
and the aldermen, elect two perſons, who 
are called alfurers, and the common-council 
chuſe two more; theſe four appoint a jury of 
36, who ele the new mayor; the acting 
mayor and his predeceſſor, and the two ſe- 
nior aldermen, are always juſtices of the 
peace; they fend two members to parlia- 
ment, who are choſe by the free-men and 
free- holders of the borough ; here are three 
markets weekly, viz, on Monday, Thurl- 
day and Saturday, the toll of which, and of 
the corn, yarn, Sc. alſo the profits of the 
mill, and the rents of the ſhambles, all which 
together are now very conſiderable, belong to 
the corporation, but are farmed for 160 J.

PO'RTSMOUTH (S.) in Hampſture, has the 
largeſt and ſtrongeſt gariſon and fortifications 
of any ſea-port in England; its ſituation is 
ſuch, as to render it the beſt ſecurity for the 
navy in Great Britain; it is a well-inhabited 
and thriving corporation, governed by a 
mayor, aldermen, &c, and has two great 
markets weekly on Thurſday and Satur- 
day, ſtored with all forts of proviſions; it 
ſends two members to parliament ; diſtant 
from London 60 computed, and 73 meaſured 
miles. 

PO'TTON (S.) in Begfordſbire, which though 
but a ſmall town, has weekly a great mar- 
ket on Saturday; diſtant from London 37 
computed, and 43 meaſured miles, 

POU'LTON (S.) in Lancaſhire, has weekly a 
good market on Monday ; diftant from Lon-

RICKMANSWORTH (S.) in Hertferd/Þire, 
a pretty conſiderable country town, which 
has 2 ſma!l market weekly on Saturday: It 
is governed by two conſtables, and two head- 
boroughs ; it flands tow, and is watered on 
all ſides, which renders the meadows moor- 
iſh, cold, and moſſy, and conſequently nei- 
ther fruitful, nor healthful; diſtant from 
Lenden 20 computed miles. 

RI'NGWOOD (S.) in Hempfire, a long town, 
whoſe houſes are thatch'd; it has a great 
market weekly on Wedneſday ; diſtant from 
Lendin yy computed, and 97 meaſured miles. 

RI'PLEY (S.) in the Riding of Yorkſhire, 
is a town of one ſtreet, three furlongs in 
length, ſeated on the river d, over which 
it has a bridge; the market is weekly on 
Friday; diſtant from Lenden 152 computed, 
and 184. meaſured miles. 

RI'PPON (S.) in the V. Riding of Ton ſhire, 
is an ancient and large corporate-town, and is 
at preſent a very neat, pleaſant, and well-

RO'CHDALE (S.) in Lancaſhire, ſeated in a 
vale upon the river Roche, is a good town, 
that has a large market weekly on Tueſday ;

RO'CHESTER (S.) in Xt, is a very ancient 
city, ſituate on the eaſt · ſide of the Medzvay, 
in a valley encompaſſed with that river on the 
weſt, over which it has a magnificent bridge, 
and with a weak wall and marſh on the 
other (ſide: It hath undergone abundance of 


viciſſitudes, according to the times, and has | 
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been long incorporated, and ſent two burgeſſet 
to parliament ever fince ſuch ſummonſes bave 
been uſed, viz, from 26 Ezqavard IV. It is 
an epiſcopal ſee, and governed by a mayor, 
12 aldermen, a recorder, and 12 common- 
council- men, and hath weekly two markets, 
viz, on Wedneſday ard Friday; it confifts 
principally of one long ftreet, built with 
handſome houſes; diſtant from Londen 27 
computed, and 31 meaſured miles.

RO'CKLY (S.) in Wil:ſhire, a ſmall village, 
noted for divers large ſtones like ſmall rocks, 
pitched up an end, from among which ſome- 
times guſh forth violent ſtreams of water, 
which the country-folks eſteem the fete.

bungers-born, or famiſo rivers, 

RO'MNEY or RU'MNEY (S.) in Kent, com-. 
monly called Nero Rexmey, upon account of 
the ſea's retiring about a mile and a half from 
the place where it uſually flowed to before, 
and thereby rendering the old port uſeleſs, {7 
that a new port and town was forced to be 
made and built, which is that now deſcribing, 
and which is one of the Crngue-porte, and has 
been endowed by ſundry princes with very 
large privileges, though now much reduced; 
for till 15 Edward I. a» 1237, it was very 
populous, and had five churches, but by the 
breaking in of the ſea at that time, a great 
tract of land was overflowed, many people, 
and great numbers of cattle were drownes, 
the haven ſpoiled, and the courſe of the 
river Retter turned; this diſaſter ſo hurt the 
place, that at preſent it is but indifferent!y 
peopled, though it is ſeated on a high hill of 
gravel and fand, and has a good market for 
proviſions weekly on Saturday; it returns 
two members to parliament ; diſtant from 
London 61 computed, and 72 meaſured miles.

RO'THERAM (S.) in the Ve- Riding of 
Yorkfbire, ſeated on the river Den, over 
which it has a ſtately ſtone · bridge; it is 2 
handſome, neat town, whoſe houſes are 
built generally of ſtone; it has a great mar- 
ket weekly on Monday, for corn, cattle, 
and proviſions ; diſtant from Londen 117 
computed, and 141 meaſured miles.

RU'GELEY (S.) a handſome, well- built town 
in Staffordſhire, finely ſituated near the river 
Trent ; yet its weekly market on Tueſday is 
but ſmall; diffant from Londen 99 computed, 
and 126 meaſured miles. 

RU'MFORD (S.) in Eſſex, is a great t horough- 
fare town, that has two large markets week- 
ly, viz. Tueſday for cattle, and Wedneſday 
for corn; diſtant from London 10 computed,

RU'MNEY-MARSH (S.) in Xr, a ſpacious 
level, 14 miles Jong, and $ broad, of the 
richeſt paſture in England, gained out of the 
ſea by little and little, but it is very unhealthy 
for people to live in, which occaſions it to be 

dut thinly inhabited; though it is largely pri- 
vileged, and incorporated by the name of the 

| bailiff, 24 jurats, and commonalty of Romney- 
Marſh, who may hold a court from 3 weeks 
to 3 weeks, in which they can hold plea for 
all cauſes and actions real and perſonal, civil 
and criminal; can annually chuſe 4 juſtices 
of the peace, beſides their bailiff, which, with 
many other privileges, was deſigned as an en- 
couragement for people to go and ſettle there, 
but the unhealthineſs of the place is too great 
a diſcouragement for many to ſtay there;

RU'THEN (S.) in Denhighfhire, Nortb- Wales, 
is a large, well-inhabited, and corporate-town, 
governed by two aldermen and burgeſſes; it 
hath a great market weekly on Monday ; 
diſtant from Londen 150 computed, and 184 
mc<aſured miles. 

RU'TLANDSHIRE (S.) the ſmalleſt county 
in England, being but about 40 miles in cir- 
cumference, though at preſent larger than 
formerly, of almoſt a circular form : The air 
being free ſrom ſogs, is clear and wholſome, 
and the foil fruitful: It is in the dioceſe of 
Peterborough, and contains about 3300 houſes, 
and the moſt parks of any ſhire in Erglard, 
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in proportion to its bigneſs; it yields plenty of

RY'GATE, REY'GATE, or RHUVEGATE 
(S.) in _ is pleaſantly ſituated in a val- 
ley called Holme Dale: It is a pretty large bo- 
rough-town, that ſends two members to par- 
liament, and has two conſiderable markets, 
Viz, one weekly on Tueſday, the other 
monthly. In the remains cf the ruined caftle 
is a vault of a great depth, at the end of 
which, is a room large enough to contain 
500 perſons, in which, it is reported, that 
che batons met in council againſt king Fobn ; 
in and near this town is gotten excellent 
fullers earth; diftant from London 20 com- 
puted, and 24 meafured miles.

8 (S.) in Wiltſhire, is a very 

handſome city, and a biſhop's ſee, com- 
monly called New- Sarum, becauſe that for- 
merly the city was built upon a high hill, 
which, for want of water, a bleak air, and 
other inconveniences, the inhabitants leſt, and 
erected themſelves houſes in the valley at the 
foot of the hill, and brought rivulets from 
the rivers Avon and Nadder, to run through 
every ſtreet, which are many, and are alſo 
large and ſpacious : It is now very populous, 
and hath two markets weekly, viz. on 
Tueſday and Saturday ; its principal glory is 
the cathedral, which was 42 years in build- 
ing, and was conſecrated by Boniface, arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, Sept. 30, arm 1253, 
king Henry III. and many of the nobility be- 
ing preſent ; it is a large building, reſembling 
a lanthorn, having abundance of buttreſſes on 
the out · ſide; the ſpire is 4.10 feet high, and 
being too weak to carry bells, a belfry is 
eieCted fur them at a ſmall diſtance from the 
church ; the infide of the cathedral is ſup- 
ported by [mall pillars, ard the choir hath no 
aſcent, but reſembling a theatre, is ſet round 
with the prebendaries falls; it is ſaid that 
this church hath as many windows as there 
are days in the year, pillars ard pilaſters as 
hours, and gates as months; the plain, in 
which it is built, is exceeding fine paſture- 
land, where it is ſuppoſed that more than 
co, ooo of ſheep are conſtantly feeding: 
In this city are two particular manufatures 
carried on, x. fine flannels, acd long cloths, 
for the Turkey trade, commonly called Saliſ- 
bury whites: The town-houſe is a fine build- 
ing in a ſpacious market · place; it ſends two 
members to parliament ; diſtant from Lond:n 
70 computed, and 84 meaſured miles. 


SA'LTASH (S.) in Cornwall, ſtands on the 


ſ-1-ſhore, on the ſide of an hill, and contains 
about 200 families: It was formerly much 
more conſiderable both for trade and number 

of 
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of inhabitants than it is at preſent, though it 


ny privileges, ſuch as receiving a 
early rent for the paſſage of all boats and

SA'LTFLEET (S.) in Lincolnſpire, a ſmall 
maritime town, which has a market weekly; 
diſtant from London 115 computed, and 139 
meaſured miles. 

SA'NDBACH (s.) a ſmall town in Che/þrre, 
principally noted for its fine ſtone church, and 
two ſtone croſſes, upon which are carved the 
hiſtory of Chriſt's life: The ale of this town 
is much admired by the drinkers of malt li- 
quor ; the market is weekly on Thurſday ; 
diſtant from London 125 computed, and 153 
meaſured miles. 

SA'NDWICH (S.) in Kent, one of the Cingue- 
ports, of a very ancient date, which has long 
enjoyed many privileges, and is now a corpo- 
ration, called the mayor, jurats, and com- 
monalty of the town and port of Sandwich ; 
they ſend two members to parliament, who 
are called barons; there are two markets 
weekly, wiz. on Wedneſdiy and Saturday; 
there were formerly four churches, but now 
there are but three: It was formerly a town 
of great repute and trade, but by reaſon of 
the harbour's being choaked up with ſand, it 
is much fallen to decay ; diſtant from London 
62 computed, and 70 meaſured miles, 

Old SA'RUM (S.) about a mile from New- 
Sarum, or Saliſbury, is the remains of the 
old city, caſtle, &c. but ſo far unpeopled now, 
that it is ſaid there is but one farm-houſe 
left; and yet, it is ſtill called the borough of 
Old Sarum (or Saliſbury) and returns two 
members to parliament. 

SAXMU'NDHAM (S.) in Suk, is a ſmall 
town, that has a good market weekly on 
Thurſday ; diſtant from London 75 computed, 
and 87 meaſured miles. 

SCA'RBOROUGH (S.) in the North- Riding 
of Yorkſhire, an incorporated borough-town, 
in the ſhape of an half-moon, built by the 
ſea- ſide, upon a high and inacceſſible rock, 
yet ſo large on the top as to contain 18 or 20 
acres of good meadow ground, beſides the 
town: It is encompaſſed by the ſea, except 
on the weſt fide, where it has an entrance by 
a long, narrow lip of land, where ftands a 
ſtately tower: It is governed by two bailiffs, 
a common=-council, and inferior officers ; it 
hath two markets weekly, wiz. on Thurſday 
and Saturday, and ſends two members to par- 
liament ;z it enjoys a good trade, having a 
commodious key, to which plenty of ſhipping 
reſort, chiefly employed in the coal-trade, 
and the fiſhery ; its famous ſpaw, or purging 


enjoys 
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waters, occaſion abundance of the nobility 
and gentry to reſort hither, ſo that it ſeems 
to rival even the Bath, which has cccaſioned 
the erecting abundance of new and handſome 
buildings, for the reception of the company, 
which renders the place exceeding commodi- 
ous, and the inhabitants good profit ; diſtant 
from London 169 computed, and 204 mea- 

ſured miles, 3 

SEE'CHING (S.) a town in Norfe/t, whoſe 

market is weekly on Monday; diſtant from 

London 77 computed, and 94 meaſured miles; 

SEE'CHY (S.) in Norfolk, a town whoſe mar- 

ket is weekly on Tueſday ; diſtant from Len- 

dan 79 computed, and 95 meaſured miles. 

SE'LBY (S.) in the Weſt- Riding of Yorkſhire, 

is a populous, though ſmall town, enjoying a 

very good trade, being ſeated upon the navi- 

gable part of the Ouſe, whoſe market is week - 

ly on Monday; diſtant from Landon 141 

compnted, and 172 meaſured miles. 

SE'TTLE (S.) in the Ve- Riding of Yorkfoire, 
a pretty good town, that has weekly a con- 
fiderable market on Tueſday ; diſtant from 
N 165 computed, and 200 meaſured 
miles. 

SE'VENOKE or SE'NNOKE (S.) in Kr, 
ſo called from ſeven very large oaks that grew 
there at the firſt building the town, but 
which have long ſince been cut down: This 
town is governed by a warden and four aſſiſ- 
tants, &c, its market is weekly on Saturday; 
diſtant from London 16 computed, and 20 
meaſured miles. 

SHA'FTSBURY (S.) in Dorſetſpire, about four 
miles weſt of Saliſbury plains ; it is a great 
thorcugh-fare and poſt-road, which occaſions 
it to be much frequented : It is a very ancient 
town, whoſe preſent form is that of a bow 
full beat, and ſtanding upon a hill has a fine 
proſpect, which renders it ſometimes much 
put to it for want of water ; it had anciently 

10 pariſhes, but has now but three, to each 
of which there is a church ; the houſes are 
generally handſomely built of free- ſtone: It 
is a corporation, governed by a mayor, re- 
crder, 12 aldermen, bailiffs, and commor- 
council, Sc. it ſends two members to parlia- 
ment, and has weekly a very good market on 
Saturday ; diſtant from London 83 computed, 
and 103 meaſured miles. 

SHEE'RNESS (S.) in Kerr, a fortification that 
has ſuch a line of heavy cannon commanding 
the mcuth of the river Medway, that it is 
impoſſible for any ſhips to paſs by without 
leave, or being ſunk, built in the ſtead of the 
demoliſhed caſtle at Qucenborougb, a ſmall 
town, conſiſting of three ſtreets, and inha- 
bited by various ſorts of people, but chiefly by 
thoſe whoſe immediate buſineſs lies here, or 
hereabouts ; here is a yard with a dock, for 
the building and repairing the king's ſhips ; 
it is about 27 miles diſtant from London. 

SHE'FFIELD(S.) in the . Riding of York- 
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greets narrow, and the houſes built with 


Kone, but generally dark and black, by rea- 
ſon of the great number of forges that are 


continually employed in making all ſorts of 


cutlery wares: It is ſeated on the river Don, 


over which it has a fine, ſtrong, and large 
None bridge; the ſtream is ſometimes ſo ra- 
pid, that it overflows its banks, and does 
much miſchief ; the market is weekly, very 
large, on Tueſday, for many commodities, 
but eſpecially for corn, which is bought up 
here, for the ſupply of ſome parts of Nerby- 
ſpire, Notting bamſpire, and the e- Riding

SHE'FFORD (S.) in Bedfordſbire, ſeated be- 
tween two rivulets, over each of which there 
is a bridge; the market is large, and weekly 
on Friday ; diſtant from 34 comput- 
ed, and 41 meaſured miles. 

SHE'FNAL (S.) a ſmall town in Sbrepſbire, 
that has a market weekly on Tueſday ; diſ- 
tant from London 106 computed, and 128 
meaſured miles, 

SHEPTON-MA'LLET or SHIPTON- 
MA'LLET (S.) in Somerſetſhire, a ſmall and 
poor town, though inhabited by ſome wealthy 
clothiers; its market is pretty large, weekly, 
on Friday; diſtant from Londen 92 computed, 
and 112 meaſured miles. 

SHE'RBOURN or SHI REBORN (S.) in 
Dorſetſhire, is a large, populous town, with 
one collegiate church, a free-ſchool, and an 
alms-houſe: It was formerly a biſhop's ſee, 
which is now removed to Saliſbury; the med- 
ley-clothing is made here ; it is finely ſeated, 
and well watered, is divided into two parts, 
both of which is governed by two conſtables, 
annually choſen; there are two very great 
markets for food and cattle weekly on Thurſ- 
day and Saturday; diſtant from London 100 
computed, and 118 meaſured miles. 

SHI'PTON or SHI'PSTON upon STOWER 
(S.) in Worceſterſhire, an ancient town, whoſe 
market is very large weekly on Friday ; diſ- 
tant from London 62 computed, and 75 mea- 

ſured miles. | 

SHIRBOURN (S.) in the - Riding of 
Yorkſhire, a good town, about half a mile 
Jong, whoſe market is weekly on Saturday ; 
diſtant from London 139 computed, and 176 
meaſured miles, 

SHO'REHAM or NEW-SHO'REHAM (5S.) 
a ſmall borough and corporate-town upon the 
ſea-ſhore in Suſſex, governed by a conſtable, 
burgeſſes, &c. and is principally inhabited by 
ſhip- builders, ſhip- chandlers, &c. there being 
abundance of ſmall ſhips built here; it ſends 
two members to parliament ; diſtant from 
London 46 computed, and 56 meaſured miles. 

SHREW'SBURY, commonly called S A'LOP 
S.) the metropolis of Shropſhire, is a large, 

utiful, | pagan populous, and rich town, 
full both of gentry and tradeſmen, there be- 
ing bcfidea the common trades neceſſary in ſo 
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well · peopled a town, large manufactures of 
flannel and white broad-cloth carried on here, 
which employs abundance of the neighbour- 
ing poor in all the adjacent villages, and en- 
riches both itſelf and all the country round 
about it; the Severn almoſt ſurrounds it, fo 
that it is in the ſhape of an horſe-ſhoe, over 
which it has two fine ſtone bridges, upon one 
of which is built a fine gate, over whoſe 
arch is ſet up a ſtatue in memory of Llew- 
ellin, the idol of the Yemen, and their 
laſt prince of Walks; over the market - houſe 
is the hall for the woollen manufactures; and 
though the inhabitants, who are partly 
Welſh, and partly EngliſÞ, in general, all talk 
Engliſh, yet on a market-day you would 
think there was not an Exgliſpman among 
them: It is a corporation, governed by a 
mayor, 24 aldermen, 4$ common-council- 
men, a recorder, ſteward, town-clerk, and 
ſends two members to parliament: It has 
three markets weekly, wiz. Wedneſday and 
Saturday for all ſorts of proviſions, which 
are the beſt, cheapeſt, and in greateſt plenty 
of any town in theſe parts; Thurſday is the 
market day for Welſb cottons, frizes, flan- 
nel, &c, which are both made and brought 
here in great quantities; there was formerly 
a ſtrong caſtle, and great abbey, both are 
now entirely in ruins; it has now five large 
churches, and ſeveral meeting-houſes ; diſtant 
from London 124 computed, and 157 mea- 
ſured miles. 

SHRO'PSHIRE, commonly called SA'LOP 
(S.) an inland county, in compaſs about 134 
miles, being from Mosferton below Lodlane, 
ſouth, to Over near the Trent, north, 34. 
miles; and from Tong in the eaſt, to Oſweſ- 
try, weſt, 25 miles, being in an oval form ; 
the air is wholſvme, pleaſant and good, and 
all the ſeaſons of the year temperate ; ſo that 
the corn, hay, fruits, Sc. as well as the 
people, are very plentiful ; the ſoil being of a 
rediſh clay is very fruitful, and be ſides yield- 
ing wheat, barley, Fc. there are many pits 
of coal, and mines of lead, iron, &c. ic is 
exceedingly well watered, having many fine 
rivers and ſprings, particularly the Severn, 
which yields plenty of fiſh; the ſouthern 
parts, being hilly and mountainous, feed large 
numbers of cattle; It ſends 12 members to 
parliament, has 15 market- towns, and is 
divided into 15 hundreds, which, contain 170 
pariſhes, 23,520 houſes, and about 140,008 
inhabitants, 

SI'DMOUTH (S.) in Devenſptre, a poor fiſher- 
town on the ſea-ſhore, that has a ſmall mar- 
ket ; diſtant from Lenden 130 computed, and 
153 meaſured miles. 

SKI'PTON (S.) in the Ve- Riding of York- 
ſhire, a handſome, well-built rown among 
the hills, that has a very large market week 
ly on Saturday, that not only ſupples its own 
inhabitants with all manner of tood and ne- 
ceſſaries, but allo thy rg'ghbouring village

STEY'NING or STE'NING (S.) a ſmall bo- 
rough-town in Suſſex, that ſendg two mem- 
bers to parliament, whoſe market is weekly 
on Friday, beſides which it has a monthly 
market, on the ſecond Wedneſday of every 
month, for cattle, which is pretty large, and 
alſo ſeveral fairs for cattle, fat and lean; it 
was formerly a very large town, but is now 
much decreaſed, having but about 150 fami- 
lies, of which there are only about 80 who 
are qualified to vote for parliament-men, who 
are all ſuch as live in a burgage-tenure, and 
being a legal inhabitant in the pariſh, is 
charged to the church and poor; its chief 
magiſtrate is a conſtable, who preſides over, 
and determines elections, who did it ſo noto- 
riouſly partial in the year 1710, that the 
corporat'on was filenc'd for bribery in that 
affair, but has fince got its ancient privilege 
again; diſtant from London 40 computed, 
and 47 meaſured miles. 

STOCK BRIDGE (S.) in Hampſhire, is a noted 
thorough-fare town, in the ſouth-weſtern 
road, and has ſeveral good inns, for the en- 
tertainment of man and horſe; it was for- 
merly a market-town, but now, through its 

, the market is diſcontinued, and 
though it is a borough-town that returns 
two members to parliament, and is governed 
by a mayor, &c. yet it is ſo mean, that it is 
reported, that they haye been forced to make 
an hoſtler mayor, when at the ſame time an 
inn · keeper carried the mace z they had lik'd 
to have loſt their charter for bribery in 
chuſing parliament-men ; diſtant from London 
55 computed, and 69 meaſured miles.

STO'CK TON (S.) in Durban, is now a large 
market-town, that of late years is riſen up 
in the ſtead of Tarum, which was formerly 
a very good market-town, and is now only 
an infignificant village. Stockton, from no 
trade nor houſes, but poer thatch'd or clay 
ones, is now a place of great buſineſs and re- 
ſort, full of well-built houſes, and governed 
by a mayor, Cc. its market is weekly very

STO'KESLEY (S.) in the North-Riding of 
Yorkſhire, a pretty good town, whole market 
is weekly on Saturday; diſtant from Landin

STONE (S.) in Staffordſhire, a ſmall town, 
whoſe market is weekly on Tueſday ; diſtant 
from London 110 computed, and 141 mea - 
ſured miles. 

 STO'NE-HENGE (S.) in Wilrire, upon 
Sal:iſbury- Plain, about fix miles north from 
Saliſbury, upon the fide of the river Aw», 
is one of the moſt remarkable pieces of anti- 
quity leſt in this iſland, being ſuppoſed to be 
ſome monumental pile for the dead, upon 
ſome very extraordinary occaſion, though the 
certainty is not abſolutely known; it was at 
firſt compoſed of four large concentrick cir- 
cles, and the ſtones, as they are general 
called, which compoſe the lines, are ſuppoſed 
not to have been dug out of any quarry, but 
to have been made of ſand, very ſtrongly ce- 
mented together, with ſome proper glutinous 
matter, ſome of them being 28 feet high, 
and 7 broad, and ſo laid croſs one another, 
that it ſurprizes every one that looks at them, 
though time has ſo demoliſhed them, that 
they are now very imperſect, both as to fize 
and form; the number, as they remain now, 
is 72; but thoſe who defire a more perſect 
account of theſe wonderful ſtones, are deſirec 
to peruſe Inigo Janet, the great architect, his 
account of this matter. 

STO'NY-STRATFORD (S.) in Bucbiagbam- 
ſhire, an ancient, well-known, frequented 
town in the Chefter and Iriſh road from Le- 
den ; it is large, and well built of ſtone; in 
it are two churches, and a croſs erected by 
king Edward I. in memory of Eleanor hu 
queen; it has a good tone bridge over the 
river; the market is weekly on Saturday; 
the principal manufacture in and near thu 
town is bone-lace ; diſtant from Londen 44 
computed, and 53 meaſured miles. 

STO RTFORD or BISHOPS-STORTFORD 
(S.) in Herefordſhire, from a ſmall, inconfidera- 
ble town, is now become a large, handſome, 
well-built town, being a thorough-fare from 
London to Cambridge, News Market, and St. 
Edmundſbury, full of convenient inns, all | 
well ſupplied weekly on Thurſday with 21 
manner of neceſſaries, at the market; ti 
town is built in the form of a croſs, hav!'3 
four ſtreets pointing eaſt, weſt, north, 250 
ſouth ; the river Stort runs through it, 3" 
parts Hakin- Hill.

Edward, which although it be but a mean 
town, and has but few inhabitants, yet the 
pariſh is 12 miles in compaſs ; the market 
is weekly on Thurſday ; diſtant from Londen 
6; computed, and 77 meaſured miles. 

STRATFORD (S.) in Warwickſvire, com- 
monly called Stratf.rd upon Avon, a very 
good town, whoſe market is weekly on 
Thurſday ; it has two churches, and is well 
filled with houſes and inhabitants ; its chief 
commodity is malt, which it makes in great 
abundance ; diſtant from Landon 67 compu- 
ted, and $1 meaſured miles, 

STRA'TTON (S.) in C:rmuall, a ſmall town, 
much noted for gardens and garlick ; its 
market is weekly on Thurſday ; diſtant from 
Londen 174 computed, and 211 meaſured 
miles. 

STROUD {S.) in Glouceſterſhire, a ſmall town, 
ſituate upon a hill, at the foot whereof runs 
the river of the ſame name, but commonly 
called Straud- Mater, whoſe water is exceeding 
clear, and of ſo kind a nature, that it is par- 
ticularly famous for dying ſcarlet broad-cloth 
here, and all other grain colours in the beft 
manner; there are alſo many fulling-mills 
erected upon it, and a conſiderable trade in 
the woollen manufactury is carried on here; 
the market is weekly on Friday; diſtant 
—_ London 78 computed, and 94 meaſured 
miles. 

STU'RBRIDGE or STOW'ERBRIDGE (S.) 

in Worceſterſhire, ſituate upon the river Stcur, 
over which it has a very good bridge; it is of 
late years vaſtly increaſed, both in houſes and 
inhabitants, by the great demand for all forts 
of iron work, that is made here; it has a 
large market weekly on Saturday; diſtant 
from London go computed, and 113 meaſured 
miles.

STU RMINSTER (S.) in Derſerſbire, a mean 
town, that has a ſmall market weekly on 
Thurſday ; diſtant from Londen 94 computed, 
and 123 meaſured miles. 

SUDBURY (S.) in Suffolk, fituate upon the 
Stour, which almoſt ſurrounds it, over which 
is a fine bridge, in the road to Ee; this 
river, of late years, has been made navigable 
for barges and ſmall craft, as far as Maning- 
tree in Eſſex, which is a great addition to 
the convenience of trade and riches of this 
place; it has been a very ancient town, 
and at this time conſiſts of ſeveral ſtreets, 
in which are three pariſhes churches; the 
buildings are pretty good, but the ftreets being 
unpav'd, makes them dirty in the winter 
ſeaſon ; kind Edzvard III. choſe this for one 


of the firſt towns to ſettle che Fleminge .

great Ouſe river in the weſt, is 45 miles long, 
but the breadth is but about 29 miles, the 
whole circumference about 140 miles, and 
contains 22 hundreds, in which are 29 mar- 
ket-towns, 575 pariſhes, about 4 5,400 houſes, 
and 206,000 inhabitants, and ſends 16 mem-

WALLINGFORD (S.) in Berkfhire, a very 
ancient town, and formerly much noted; it 
was utterly deſtroyed by the Dares in 1006, 
but was ſoon after rebuilt, and was eſteemed 
a borough in Edward the Confeſſor's time, and 
by ſome called a city, containing 276 houſes ; 
it had a fine, firong caſtle, which is now ut- 
terly demoliſhed, and though not ſo magnifi- 
cent as formerly, yet it is at preſent a large, 
handſome town, that has in it two principal 
ſtreets, ia the chief of which is built a 
handſome town-hall, and a market-place, 
where the aſlizes are ſometimes held, and the 
quarter-ſeſſions for the borough, which is a 
diſtin juriſdiction: It had four churches, 
two of which were entirely dzmoliſhed in the 
grand rebellion, and a third much damaged, 
ſo that they uſe but one conſtantly ; the rents 
and profits of the markets and fairs are ſaid to 
be now veſted in the corporation, which con- 
fiſts of a mayor, 6 aldermen, &c. the return 
for burgeſſes of this ancient borough, which 
ſends two to parliament, is veſted in the 
raayor, burgeſſes, and commonalty ; there are 
weekly two conſiderable markets here, wiz.

It is built on a 
ſtecp rock, at the bottom whereof runs the 
Avon, over which is built a ſtrong, hand- 
ſome, flone-bridee ; it is a pretty large town, 
conſiſting of ſeveral fpacicus ſtreete, well built, 
and inhabited, has two fine pariſh-churches, 
a handſome free-ſchool, and well-endowed 
hoſpital for decayed gentlemen ; the market- 
houſe is a grand, ſtone building, ſupported by 
ſeveral pillars or columns, where the aſſiz:* 
and general ſeſſions for the county are held;

WE'STMINSTER (S.) in Mi1ileſex, is com- 
monly reckoned a part of L:ndon, upon ac- 
count of its joining to it, although it is a city 
of diſt inct government ant privileges by it- 
(-If ; it is ſo called upon account of the weſ- 
tern ſituation of it, in reſpect to St. Paul s 
cathedral in particular, or of London in gene- 
ral, there being, in former days, a monaſtery 
on that now called Great T:aver- Hill, named 
Eaft- Minſter, Where the bounds of this city 
eaſt ward ends, that of Londinm begins, wiz. at 
Temple- Bar; it is of a large extent, and 
conſiſts of a great number of the moſt mag- 
nificent ſtreets, courts, palaces, and ſquares, 
having in it the reſidence of the king, prince, 
foreign ambaiſadors, and moſt of the nobility, 
gentry, &c, it ſends two members to parlia- 
ment, and has many markets, that are dai; 
ſupplied with great p'eaty of all manner of 
proviſion. 

WE'STMORLAND (S.) is an inland county, 
no where touching on the ſea, bordering on 
the eaſt on part of Torkire and Durbam, on

WEY*'MOUTH (S.) upon the little river Hey, 
on the one fide of the haven, and Meicomb-

WIGAN (S.) in Lancaſhire, a good town of 
well-built houſes, fully inhabited, and is por 
ticular'y famous for its manufactures of co- 
verlids, rugs, blankets, and other ſorts of 
bedding, with which, and provifions, there 
are two markets weekly on Monday and Fri- 
dy; it is alſo noted for its pit coal, iron- 
works, and other manufactures; it is a cor- 
poration, governed by a mayor, recorder, and 
12 aldermen, and ſends two burgeſſes to par- 
liament ; diſtant from Lenden 148 computed, 
and 195 meaſured miles. 

WIGHT-ISLE (S.) in Hamphire, is ſeparated 
from the continent but ty a very ſmall and 
rapid channel; this iſland has ſeveral times 
ſuffered by the invaſions of the French ; 
it continued long in the crown, but in the 
year 1442 Henry VI. alienated it to Henry de 
Seaucamp, firſt premier earl of Eno ond, and 
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then duke of Warwick, with a precedent , 
all other dukes but Norfelk, and laſtly cr . 
ed him king of the Iſle of Wight, with hie 
own hands; but this earl dying without halts 
male, his regal title died with him, ard 
lordſhip of the iſle returned to the crown , 
and as to its government, it is now ſubj-ft + 

the juriſdiftion of the biſhop of Michele, 
eccleſiaſtical matters, and under the cout, 
of Southampton in civil affairs; but having 
caſtles and gariſons to defend it, the crown 
always appoints a governor peculiar to it, 24 
a poſt of great honour, under whom are 2!! 
the governors of the caftles and gariſons in 
the iſland, which is a ſort of elliptical figure, 
being from eaſt to weſt about 20 miles long, 
and about 12 miles over, in the middle; :+ 
contains four market-towns, three of which 
ſend members to parliament ; it has alſo four 
caſtles, and 52 pariſhes, which are fo wel! 
peopled, that they can raiſe 4000 fighting- 
men; the iſland in general is wel- diſciplin d, 
and divided into 11 bands, over each of hic!

der him inferior officers, called vintons; ther- 
are ſeveral beacons in the iſle, where watch 
is continual,y kept to give notice of the ap- 
proach of an enemy; it is encompaſſed round 
with rocks, eſpecially towards France, «& 
Which the mcſt noted are the Singles ard 
the Needles in the weſt, the Brambbei on the 
north, and the Mfixten on the eaſt; theſe 
rocks render it almoſt inacceſſible, and Where 
it is approachable on the ſouth-eaſt, it is for- 
tiße by art, by having fakes drove into th: 
ground, and caſtles on the ſhore ; the air i 
very healthful, and they have plenty of hare”, 
partridges, pheaſants, and ſea-fuw!s, and other 
game, ſo that ncthing but wood {ems to be 
wanting, wh.ch is very ſcarce. 

WI'GHTON (S.) a ſmall town in the Ea}: 
Riding of Yorkſhire, whoſe market is week!) 
on Wedneſday ; diſtant from Landen 147 
computed, and 131 meaſured miles,

WI'NCHELSEA (S.) in Sufex, built at the 
corner of Kent and Su by king Edward I.

by a ſtrong wall, but lying too open, it was 
ſacked by the French and Spaniards, which, 
with the retiring of the ſea, and the loſs of 
their trade, diſcouraged the inhabitants (© 
much, that there are very few left in it, and 
thongh it be a borough endowed with miny 
privileges, and ſtill ſends two members to 
parliament, the inhabitants are fo few, that 
the market has been long, diſcontinued, and 
the graſs grows ſo high in the ſtreets as to 
be let in ſome years for 4/. it had three 
churches, but there is but one uſed now; diſ 
tant from London 60 computed, and 71 mea- 
lured miles, 

WINCHESTER {S.) in Hampſhire, is a very 
ancient city, having been built, as ſome ſay, 
909 years before the birth of Chriſt ; it was 
much noted in the times of the Romans, and 
has been ſo ever ſince; at preſent it is the ſer 
of one of the richeſt biſhopricks in Enpland ; 
it ſtands in a vale on the bank, and at the 
conjunction of two ſmall rivers; at a ſmall 
diſtance from the town king Cbarle II. in- 
tended to build a palace ſufficient to entertain 
the whole court in the ſummer-time, 2nd in- 
cloſe a large park 10 miles in circumference, 
where they might divert themſelves with 
hunting; the houſe was begun, but neve: 
enced, and ſo remains unfiniſhed to this day; 
this being an inland town, neither manufac- 
tures nor foreign trade are here carried on, 
though the river was once made navigable to 
S*uthampton, but not anſwering the expence, 
it is now grown bad again; but this is ſome- 
what rewarded by the habitations of abun- 

e of gentry, who live in and near this 
yg 
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place; and though the buildings of the town 
are not magnifcent, yet are they very an- 
cient ; the ſtreets are b:0ad and clean, the city 
is walled round, and contains about a mile and 
hafen compaſs, in which are ſix gates; out 
of 32 pariſh churches which were in it, there 
are now left but lix ; it is governed by a 
mayor, aldermen, burgeiles, recorder, and 
common council ; here are two plentiful mar- 
kets weekly on Wedneſday and Saturday; it 
ſends two members to parliament z diſtant 
from Lenden 54 computed, and 67 meaſured 
miles. 


WI'NDSOR (S.) in Berk/hire, a town former - 


ly much noted, eſpecialy for the palace and 
caſtle ſtill remaining, though not ſo much 
frequented by the royal family as heretofore ; 
the town is a borough, pleaſantly fituated on 
a riſing ground on the ſouth-fide of the 
Thames ; it is a corporation, conſiſting of a 
mayor, two bailiffs, and 28 other perſons, 
choſen out of the beſt inhabitants, 13 of 
which are called fellows, or benchers of the 
Guild- Hall, 10 of which are called aldermen, 
or chief benchers, out of whom the mayor 
and bailiits are choten ; the market is weekly 
on Wedneſday; the town belongs to the 
crown, and conſiſts of ſeveral ſtreets, in the 
principal of which are many good houſes, and 
a handſome town hall; the election of mem- 
bers for parliament was veſted in the corpora- 
tion, which ſends two; but now the choice 
is in the inhabitants at large, and the inden- 
ture is executed by the ſheriff on the one part, 
and the mayor and inhabitants on the other ; 
diſtant from London 20 computed, and 24 
meaſured miles. 


WI'NSLOW (S.) a ſmall town in Buckingham- 
ſpire, whoſe market i- weekly on Thurlday

(S.) in Derbyſhire, is a large, well-frequented 
town, whoſe market is weekly on Tueſday, 
chiefly for lead, which is brought hither in 
great quantities; here is held the bar-moot 
court, in which are decided all diſputes relat- 
ing to miles, Sc. diſtant from London 107 
computed, and 118 meaſured miles, 


WI'SBICH (S.) in Cambridgeſhire, ſituate in 


the utmoſt northern border of the Iſe of Ely, 
and is the beſt trading-town in the whole iſle, 
having the conveniency of water-carriage to

WI'THAM (S.) in E/ex, is a neat, pleaſant, 
and well-fituated country-town, having in 
and near it abundance of fine ſeats; it is a 
great thorough-fare to Ilolland, and the fur 
ther parts of E/ſex and Salt; its market is 
weekly on Tueſday; diftant from London 23 
computed, and 37 meaſured miles.

WI'VELSCOMB (S.) in Somerſerſbire, a mean, 
though ancient town, whoſe market is week 
ly on Tueſday ; diſtant from Landon 128 com- 
pute, and 154 meaſured miles. 
WO'LVERHAMPTON (S.) in Srafford/hire, a 
very ancient town, and at preſent is ſituate upon 
a high ground, or hill, conſiſting of ſeveral 
ſtreets well paved, built, and inhabited, where 
ariſe four weak ſprings of different qualities, 
which is the only water they have to ſupply 
the whole town, which is very large and popu- 
Jous ; theſe wells go by the names of Pud- 
ding-Well , Horſe-Well, Waſhing-Welil, and 
Meat-IFell ; the trade of lock-making is car- 
ried on here to a very great perfection; the 
market is weekly very large on Wedneſday ; 
diſtant from Lenden 98 computed, and 117 
meaſured miles. 

WOO'BURN or WO'BURN (S.) in Bedford. 
Hire, was a few years ago almoſt demoliſhed 
by fire, but as it is moſt of it a part of the 
duke of Bedſird's eſtate, it has been hand- 
ſomely rebuilt, and a fine commodious mar- 
ket-place erected entirely at the duke's ex- 
pence ; here is alſo a large. noble ſeat of that 
family, called Worburn- Abby, before which 
is ſo large a canal, as to admit a fine yatch of 
between 30 and 40 tons burden, and fevera! 
ſmaller pleaſure-boats ; the market is week y 
on Friday, eſpeci ly for butter and cheeſe ; 
diſtant from Lenden 37 computed, and 44 
meaſured miles, 

WOO'DBRIDGE (S.) in Salt, à large town, 
whoſe market is weekly, very large, on Wed 
neſday, ſituate cn the river Deben, about fix 
miles diſtant from the ſea, which being na- 
vigable quite vp to the town, enables the in- 


habitants to carry on a large trade by ſea to

city, and 10 other market-towns, 152 pa- 
riſhes, and 20,650 houſes; it is 130 miles in 
circumference, and is of a triangular form;

WO'RKSOP (S.) in Nutmghambire, is a very 
ancient town, though at preſent but ſmall, 
yet its market is weekly, pretty good, on 
Wedneſday, principally noted for its large 
quantity of malt and Iiquorice; diſtant from 
Lenden 110 computed, and 133 meaſured 
miles, 

WO'RSTED (S.) a fmall town in Norfolk, 
where that woollen manufacture called wor / 
ted, uſed to knit and weave ſtockings, and 
many ſorts of light ſtuffs were originally made 
and brought to perfection; the market is 
weekly on Saturday ; diſtant from London 98 
computed, and 118 meaſured miles. 

WO'TTON-UNDER-EDGE (S.) in Gu 
terfhire, a pretty town, whoſe market is 
weekly on Friday; the chief magiſtrate is 
called a mayor, who is annually choſen at the 
court-leet of the earl} of Berkley, and every 
perſon ſo choſen is eſteemed an alderman ever 
after: It is ſeated on a pleaſant and fruitful 
riſing ground, and the pariſh is 12 miles in 
circumference, filled with the manufacturers 
of the woollen goods, eſpecially of the cloth- 
ing- trade; diſtant from London 83 computed, 
and 99 meaſured miles. 

WREXHAM (S.) in Denbighſhire, North. 
Wales, is a large, well- built, populous town,

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A'RMOUTH (S.) in Ne, ek, is a ſea - port 
| Y and borough- town, and an ancient member 
of the Crngque ports ; it is ſituate on a penin- 
ſula, having the Jure on the weſt, over which 
is a draw-bridge, and the ſea on the ſouth 
and eaſt, and the continent on the north; it 
is alſo defended with very ſtrong and ſtately 
walls, which with the river, compoſe an ob- 
long figure; the river receiving many ſmaller 
rivers, forms a fine haven, both large, deep, 
and ſafe, for ſhips of any burden; the ſhips 
ride here fo cloſe together, that their heads 
being faſtened to the ſhore, they go croſs the 
ſtream with their bolt ſprits, that for half a 
mile t gether you may walk from ſhip to 
ſhip a!l along the fide of the wharf, where is 
built the cuſtom - houſe and town - houſe, 
which are fine piles of buildings, and alſo 
many magnificent houſes of private mer- 
chants: It is here in the herring-ſeaſon that 
incredible quantities of that fiſh are caught and 
exported, which with the colliers, and other 
merchandize, renders this a place of extraor= 
dinary fea-trade, and the inhabitants rich; 
here is one of the fineſt market places in 
England, plentifully ſerved with ail manner 
of proviſions weekly on Saturday; the ex- 
tent of the town being but ſmall, the ſtreets 
are exactly ſtraight from north to (outh, with 
lanes called rows croſſing them from eaſt to 
weſt, which renders it the molt regular · built 
town in Eng/and ; they have particular and 
very extenſive privileges, by which they can 
try, condemn, and execute in particular caſes, 
without waiting for a warrant from above ; 
it is ſo well governed, that the ſabbath is ob- 
ſerved here with more exactneſs than any 
where in England beſides, ſo that plays, al- 
ſemblies of gaiety, and gaming, meet but 
with little encouragement: There are now in 
it two churches; the old one has fo Ligh a 
ſteeple, that it ſerves the ſailors for a land: 
mark; the other has been but lately built, 
and is very neat: It is governed by two bai- 
liffs and a recorder, who are juſtices of the 
peace, aldermen, and common council, Ec,

YA'RMOUTH (S.) in Hampſhire, in the Ile

YEO'VIL (S.) in Somerſetſpire, commonly 
called Euil, is a good town on the river Evil, 
whoſe market is very large weekly on Friday, 
for corn, cheeſe, hemp, and all ſorts of pro- 
viſions; where ſomething of the clothing- 
manufacture is carried on, but the glovers bu- 
fineſs much more; diſtant from Londen 104 
computed, and 124 meaſured miles. 

YORK (S.) a city, and an arch-biſhop's ſee, 
the principal place in Yori/bire, has been fa- 
mous for ſome thouſand years paſt ; in the 
time of the Romans it was not only a Roman 
colony, but allo the ſeat of ſome of the Ro- 
man emperors ; Severus, and Conſtantius Ch h- 
rus, father to Conſlantine the Great, both kept 
their courts, and died here; it is generally 
eſteemed the next city to Lond, or the ſe 
cond in England, and its preſent Rate is as 
follows: It is ſituate in a large valley, in the 
midit of the ſhire, in a fertile ſoil, and health- 
ſul air, built generally with wood, and has 
ſeveral fine ſtrutures, both publick and pri- 
vate, and fartified with a caſtle and ſtroag 
wal} ; it extends ſouth-weſt and north-weſt a 
great way, and as much tranſverſely; it is
